The Mandate. 

THE consideration by the Council of the League of Nations of 
the British draft of the proposed Mandate for Palestine (as first 
published in the JEwisH CHRONICLE—in its issue of February 4th), 
has now been deferred until April next: That is in consequence 
of the transfer of the administration of the proposed Mandated 
territories to the Colonial Office and the desire of the new Colonial 
Minister to confer personally with the High Commissioner for 
Palestine upon a number of details concerning that country. The 
delay, of course, although we suppose unavoidable, is at least 
from one aspect by no means advantageous. For the longer the 
government of Palestine remains in an uncertain condition, as 
it must until the Mandate is finally settled, the longer the 
progress of the country must of necessity be retarded. On 
the other hand it should be of some advantage for further 
time to be given for the consideration of the terms of the 
Mandate by those who are primarily interested in it. We observe 
from a reply given by him in the House of Commons on Wednes- 
day that Mr. Bonar Law, on behalf of the Government, bas 
laid it down that the Mandates, although the texts of them are to be 
officially circulated at once, are not to be discussed by Parliament 
until they are settled by the League of Nations, and then they 
must be aceepted or rejected en bloc, Parliament having no 
power to alter or amend them. Whether this is in accordance 
with constitutional principles or not we should not care to 
hazard an opinion; but we cannot think that the practice hitherto 
observed in regard to Treaties is a good one, or that to 
extend it to the Mandates is desirable. The more fully these 
documents are subjected to discussion—and explanation—the 
better chance of their afterwards working success ully. So far as 
the one for Palestine is concerned, we have pointed out its short- 
comings, and we have shown how in many ways it fails to 
compass the Great Adventure which the BaLrour Declaration 
announced. Notwithstanding all that has been said, both in 
our columns and elsewhere, we see no reason to alter the view we 
have expressed upon this matter. We do not think that by the 
terms of the Mandate we Jews are assured an adequate return 
for the immense sacrifices we are called upon to make in the 
redemption of the country. We noticed the other day that a 
writer in the Daily Mail (Mr. Lovat Frasen), referring to Palestine, 
described it as the country “ where the Zionists want to make us 
pay for the ‘Jewish Home.“ Surely there was never such a com: 
plete misrepresentation of the actual facts ; and we are not 
surprised that so doughty a champion of Jewish Nationalism as Mr. 
Josern Oowen has not hesitated to point this out to our con- 
temporary. It is we Jews who are being asked to pay 5 but 
whether the Mandate gives us any security for obtaining a 
“ Jewish Home” in the only reasonable and feasible sense of that 
term—a Jewish Commonwealth as Jewish as England is English — 
is surely open to the very gravest doubt. Up to the moment of 
writing, no indication of the attitude of the Zionist leaders towards 
the Mandate has been made. Perhaps that is because Dr. 
WEIZMANN has only within the last two or three days, returned to 
this country from Palestine. It is to be hoped that he will not 
remain long silent, but will give official direction to the attitude 
‘which Jewish Nationalists ought to take in respect to the Palestine

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Charter. He might (but we doubt it) be able to put the Mandate, as 
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it stands, in a far more favourable light from the point of view of 
Jewish national aspirations, than the one in which it certainly at 
present appears. |

Tae Jewish Lads’ Brigade, which has just distinguished 
itself by its triumph in winning the all-England championship 
for boxing, is, as we said last week, so popular and estab” 
lished an institution that it hardly needs to emphasise its 
claims to support even in these days when the communal world 
rings with competing appeals. Some memories, however, are 
short, and it is, perhaps, as well that the esteemed Comman- 
dant, Sir Frepreric L. NATHAN, should gently jog them in the 
informative interview which he gives us this week. Str Freprric 
reminds us of the wonderful achievements of the Brigade during the 
war, but he also insists, very Wisely, that it is pre-eminently a peace 
movement, intended to produce good citizens. In this respect. as 
he points out, the need for the Brigade was never greater than it is 
now. The social atmosphere is un-nerving and conditiofis are 
trying, especially to the young and inexperienced. It is just here 
that the Brigade, with its camps and discipline, enters so effectively, 
and it is a prime interest of the community to strengthen it in its 
wholesome and beneficial work. Of course, prices are dead agains! 
it—we need only mention the immense increase of railway fares. 
But even so, the Brigade is not making an appeal in the commonly 
understood sense; it is merely asking for additional annual sub- 
scribers. It is surprising to hear from Sir Farenrric that it has only 
about one hundred subscribers. This is surely unfair to an organi- 
sation which has meant so much to the communal prestige and 
social health, 


Fighting the Anti-Semites. 

Tun Deputies, on Sunday, decided upon the appointment of a 
committee, to deal with the anti-Semitic attacks that from time to 
time are being launched against the community, for the most part 
in the Press of this country. It seems to us that far too much 
time was occupied in discussing the composition of thie com- 
mittee from the point of view of the particular buttons which 
the respective members who it is proposed shall constitute it prefer 
to sport. It is of really practically no consequence in such a- 
matter what body a man represents, when compared with the ability 
which he is able to bring to the task in hand. None the 
less, it is by no means surprising that a good deal of feeling 
has been aroused, because of the recognition that bas been 
accorded to a thoroughly discredited Organisation, the membership 
of which has during the whole time of its existence never 
been revealed. It is to be hoped that too much will not be 
expected from the work of this Press Committee, however efficiently 
and completely that work may be done. For their labours must 
necessarily be confined to fighting anti-Semites. That is a 
task in which this journal bas been engaged for the last three 
quarters of a century, and we have nothing more with which to 
comfort ourselves for the energy expended than the negative 
assumption that anti-Semites, but for our endeavours, might have 
been more numerous than they are. To think that by any means 
of propaganda, or discussion, or correction of false statements, or 
rebutting of fallacious arguments, anti- Semites will be disposed of, 
is a delusion. Forty-three years ago, the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
HeRMANN ADLER, issued a luminous reply to Prof. GoLDWIN Smita, 
who, in a magazine article, asserted that Jews could not be patriots. 
Yet, even to-day, the Morning Post still chews the cud of the exact 
illusion nursed by the Canadian Professor, because it fits in with a 
preconceived prejudice it has against our people. In fact, the one 
way of effectually fighting anti-Semites, which is the programme 
of the new Joint Committee, is to fight anti - Semitism— 
a totally different thing. That, we believe, can be successfully 
mastered—it is sheer idealism to imagine it can at best be entirely 
disposed of for a long time—only by altering the world-position 
of the Jew, which is the immediate cause of the trouble. 
The opportunity of making a beginning in that direction is 


‘before the Jew now, in the building up of a Jewish Common- 


wealth in Palestine, and thus in stabilising the relation which 
for so long he has held towards the nations of the world. To be 
sure, even in present conditions, anti-Semitism can, to a cértain 
extent, be avoided; but it is very difficult, Our virtues and our 
successes are as equally conducive to anti-Semitism as are our 
vices and our failings. So long as men and women are prone 
to race hatred, to religious bigotry, or indeed to any form of intoler- 
ance, there will be the anti-Semite, either potential or actual. It 
is not merely an education concerning Jews, then, that is necessary, 
although the appalling ignorance concerning them is an important 
element in the average anti-Semite’s equipment. It is a new and 
better spirit that is required, and that in its turn, since it is the 
spirit of justice, of love and of humanity, it is the particular 
mission of the Jew to spread among mankind. Its absence, as 
manifested in the prevalence of anti-Semitism, is perhaps after all 
a striking indictment against the Jew himself. Still, and notwith- 


standing everything, within the limits of the possibilities which 
its work renders, we wish the Press Committee all success.

Tur sincere congratulations of every member of the community 
will go to Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES upon his having attained King’s 
Counsel rank in the profession which he has for so long adorned. 
Mr. HENRIQUES has had a distinguished legal career, and has all the 
while during its progress devoted himself with commendable 
assiduousness to communal duties. His work at the Deputies has 
for many years past been invaluable, and although we have not 
always agreed with the policy he has adopted there, and on one 
particular occasion we were very much opposed to him, we have 
never failed to recognise his great service to that body and his 
usefulness as one of its members. We hope that further legal 
advancement is vet in store for Mi, HENRIQUES. 


Union of Jewish Women. 

Ir is surely a salutary rule which limits the holding of the 
office of President in the Union of Jewish Women to two years. As 
in so many other things, women in our Community are leading the 
way fOr a much-needed reform. Few things have so tended to the 


Sterilisation of communal effort, and the stagnation of communal 


work, as has the holding on to office by individuals as if they 
were life-tenants of them. Few who do their duty as bonorary 
officers of any institution ought to be fit to hold a post for 
lopger than a spell of two to three years, because that 
period is sufficient to exhaust the goodwill and the initia- 
tive of the average person. In accordance. with the rule we 
have mentioned, Mrs. M. A. SPIELMAN, who in every way has been 
an ideal President of the Union of Jewish Women, retired from the 
office at the annual meeting on Monday. She deserves most amply 
the warm thanks not alone of the Union, but of the whole Com- 
munity, for the excellent work she has done; tor the remarkable 
intelligence which she has brought to bear upen her very anxious 
duties; and the kindliness and good-heartedness that have invested 
all her labour in the cause of Jewish women. The Community will 
welcome her successor. Than Mrs. EICHHOLZ no one better fitted 
for the task could be found; and so long as the Union can secure 
women to direct its affairs of the calibre of the retiring and the new 


Presidents, the Union must go on from strength to strength 
conferring more and more benefit upon Anglo-Jewry at large. 


Conditions in Ireland. 


THERE are those who hold that a Jewish journal should concern 
itself only with matters affecting Jews, either corporeally or 
materially ; and that where Jews are not thus prejudiced it is no 
part of a Jewish journal to express any opinion. From that 
doctrine we very heartily dissent. We Jews cannot live by our 
bodies alone. Our right to existence as a people is based upon the 
spiritual position which Jews should hold in the world, and thus 
upon principles which it is vital that Jews should defend and main- 
tain. Those principles involve a respect for Law and Order, and 
these are, at this moment, being trampled in the very dust in Ireland. 
There is no need for a Jewish paper to denounce the atrocious 
murders that have been committed by Sinn Feiners. No language 
that could be employed by us would be sufficient to express our horror 


‘and detestation concerning the cruel outrages of which these people 


have been guilty in their war against constituted authority and in 
pursuance of their hatred of the country to which they owe alle- 
giance. But it is this very sentiment of loathing which is aroused 
in the heart of every true Jew at the acts of the Sinn Feiners that 
must induce ‘a feeling of the deepest abhorrence of the methods which 
have been employed by the Government in retaliation... To be sure, 
murder, outrage, disloyalty must be punished; but the way of 
punishment is not to inflict upon someone else than the criminal 
the very offence which he has Himself committed. To imagine that 
by such means crime can be wiped. out is a futility. The murder of 
even a murderer is in law murder, but reprisals in Ireland 
frequently spare the guilty while wreaking vengeance on the 
innocent. A crime committed by a Government, far from 
being on that account any less a crime, is indeed all the 
greater, because licence and encouragement are given to 
criminality, which it is the first business of a Government to repress. 
There can be no doubt about what has been happening in Ireland, 
or that reprisals fcr Sinn Fein outrages have been connived 
at if they have not been commanded by, or,in behalf of those 
whose duty it is to restrain, not to imitate crime. What sort 
of justice is it which metes out death and destruction to third 
parties, in themselves guiltless (in any case not guilty because 
they have not, by process of law, been proved otherwise), on the plea 
that death and destruction have been committed by others? This 
is not justice; it would hardly be fair to call it a parody of justice. 
It is injustice, naked and unashamed. It is brutalityenthroned. It 
is an English version of Prussian militarism at its worst, and the 
horrors with which Germany shocked the world in Belgium in 1914 
repeated in Ireland nearly seven years later. Against that 
kind of thing he would be a poor sort of Jew who did 
aot »rotest with his whole heart and soul, and who did not perceive 
that the great principles for which Judaism stands had been thereby 


set at naught, The methods of reprisals pursued in Ireland

Otherwise, there is nothing for it but for them to perish, to starve and 
to sorrow until death, against which they will have fought so keenly all

An International Crime.” 


The vast continent of America with its illimitable opportunities, and 
with its great expanse of virgin country awaiting a population to turn it 
into productive soil, naturally commends itself to the poor wretches of 
Eastern Europe as the most desirable haven to which they can 
attain.

Eastern Europe, he added, let me say that if the entire population of 
Germany and the entire population of France were injected into one of 


Our States—the State of Texas-it would be less congested than Italy is 


to-day, and it is estimated,” he added, “that the American Southern

as this gentleman pointed out, the number of immigrants who went to 
the United States last year was under 300,000. 

Not much call here for a restriction of immigration, either by reason of 
the numbers of those who are coming into the States, or if regard be paid to 
the terrible conditions that prevail in the Old World. Yet the international

For the Bill when drafted proposed 
to limit the immigrants to five per cent. of the number of persons cf 
European birth in the United States, as disclosed by the census of 1910.

The number of immigrants of each nationality admissible under this 
Law, weare told, is tobe apportioned according to the number of persons 
of that nationality now in the United States, and it is at once apparent 
what a terrible blow this “international crime” will prove to be to the 
denizens of the war-afflicted areas in this hemisphere. Among them is a 
large proportion of Jews; men and women like those who have by 
immigrating into the United States, it is universally conceded, become 
of great matcrial value to Amorica, have added to its wealth and pros- 
perity, and have become, on the whole, some of the best stuff out of 
which American citizenship is moulded. The reason for the Dillingham 
Bill at root is the fear cf the Labour Party in America lest immi- 
gration will tend to lower wages. There is a point about the matter 
which, from another point of view, needs stressing. The infinite 


misery this measure will inflict upon thousands of our coreligionists is 


undeniable. Yet the strongest support of the Dillingham Bill has been 
afforded by a Jew, Mr. Gompers, in his capacity of chief of the 
Labour Organisation of the United States! Jam bound to say that this 
is evidence which cannot be gainsiid as to the existence of that inter- 
national plot about which we have heard so much of late, in which the 
Jews of the world are conspiring together by international mcans for 
their own advantage, and to the prejudice of the various nations among 
whom they live! 


Traditional Judaism. 

Writes a correspondent: “You have frequently used the term 
Traditional Judaism, and I should like to know whether you have really 
any justification for the expression.” In view of what has been written 
in this papor by more than one learned Rabbi these last few weeks, I 
hesitate to say that the differentiation implied by the qualification 
„Traditional“ is perfectly valid, but I feel bound to contend, none the less, 
that itis in sheer deference to my own sense of observation. To say, as has 
so eloquently and with such a wealth of Talmudic knowledge been 
advanced, that there is only one Judaism seems to me either to beg the 


question or to speak against palpableevidence. For either whatis meant 


is that there ought not to be more than one aspect of Judaism, which is 
not the point at issue; or that in fact there isnot, which is simply untrue,

For my part it appears to me there are two main schools o 
thought upon the Jewish religion among Jews—the one we call 
Traditional and the one I would call Opportunist. The basic creed of the 
former is that the Jew was made for Judaism, while that of the 
latter is that Judaism was made forthe Jew. The one asks that the 
Jew shall conform to Judaism as he finds it, the other demands that 
Judaism shall become conformed to what he deems his necessities. It 
is quite true that sometimes the two conceptions cross diagonally, and that 
sometimes both are found co-existing in a state of strange admixture. 
But, looking at the matter broadly I venture to think the classifica- 
tion I have attempted is sound and virtually all-embracing. At least 
it differentiates the two main streams of the religious idea in reference 
to Judaism that prevail among our people.

A serious situation has arisen at Smyrna on account of the action of 
the Greek authorities there who have seized the old Jewish cemetery. 

Daring the war the Tarkish Governor General of Smyrna commandeered 
the cometery and made use of the tombstones to put up sev ral structures 
on the ground. The Jewish community made a stand »gainst this action, 
but in consequence of the a:bitrary régime during the war their plaints 
remained unheeded. On the morrow of the armistice ropresentations | + 
were made to the Government at Constantinople, which ordered tho bs 
return of the cemetery together with the buildings that had been erected. 
These were utilised as shelters for thousands of Jewish refagees from 
Asia Minor, whose homes and property had been destroyed during the 
fighting between the Turks and the Greeks. 7 : 

The refugees remained in the buildings at the cemetery undisturbed 9 
until a short time ago when the Greek soldiers, acting on the orders oft 
their superior officers, seized the cemetery and the structures, and at the 
point of the bayonet drove out the occupants with a brutality that 
bordered on savagery. Their furniture and household effects were thrown 
out of the windows. Onc piece of furniture struck a young Jewess, who 
was so seriously injured that she had to be taken to hospital, where she 
lies in a critical condition. 

The heads of the Jewish community lost no time in lodging a protest a 
with the Consuls of Great Britain, France and Italy. These gentlemen — . 
immediately addressed an energetic Note to the Greek High Commissioner 
in Smyrna, in which they drew his attention to the impression created by 
the arbitrary and sacrilegious incidents that had been brought to their 
notice, and requested him to settle the matter of the cemetery in a sense 
satisfactory to the dews. They asked for a prompt reply so that they 
might bring the matter to the notice of their respective Governments.

1 POLITICAL AND PRESS PROPAGANDA. 


A meeting of the Political and Press Propaganda Sub-Committee of 
the Federation of Ukrainian Jews was held recently. Dr. M. Pines

| A communication was received from Mr. Lucien Wolf stating that the 
Memoranda which had been placed before him by the Ukrainian Jewish 
| Delegates had been put before the Council of the League of Nations, 


together with a proposal that a special Commission of Investigation 
appointed by the League should be sent to the Ukraine. Mr. Lucien 
Wolf was given to understand that the matter would come, up for con- 
sideration at an early meeting of the Council. | 

Mr. L. Magnus outlined the contents of the Memorandum. After 
some discussion, it was resolved to make arrangements with the Comité 
des Délegations Juives for the Memorandum to be reprinted. 

A letter was read from Dr. J. L. Magnus, Chairman of the Publicity 
Section of the People’s Relief Committee, giving details of a proposed 
publicity campaign in America about pogroms, and asking for the co- 
operation of the Federation. It was decided to comply with this request, 
and arrange for an exchange of publications between the two bodies. 

Mr. Laurie Magnus was elected Chairman of the Committee. 

GRANT TO LIVERPOOL TRANSMIGRANTS SOCIETY. 

The Executives of the Federation and of the Liverpool Transmigrants 
Aid Society recently met to discuss the work of the latter society. In 
view of the great necessity for hostels and for setting up machinery for 
legal aid and medical relief, the Committee of the Federation made a 
graut of £100 to the society, and arranged also for the dispatch of a con- 
signment of clothing for the emigrants. 


NEW POGROMS. 


FORTY-FIVE JEWS BURIED ALIVF. 

The Federation of Ukrainian Jews has just received a report of a 
fresh outbreak of pogroms in the Ukraine. A band of hooligans, led by 
the notorious Morusia, made an attack on the village of Talna. Some of 
the villagers were killed. Looting and destruction were continued for 
several days. Jews were killed also in the village of Smala (Kieff) led by 
4 Dirutezik, Grizley and Zwitkofsky. Two days after this pogrom the 
‘ hooligans announced that they gave the Jews permission to bury their dead. 
. The Jews were at first afraid to show themselves in the streets, but after 
three days had passed without mishap a few began to leave their hiding 
places in order to bury the victims. Forty-five. Jews were in the act of 
digging a grave when the hooligans suddenly fell on them and buried 
them alive with their murdered brethren, 


Dr. D. Jochelman has left for Spain, where he will endeavour to put 
the question of relief for our suffering brethren in the Ukraine before tho 
leaders of Spanish Jewry. There is every bope that the Jews of Spain 
will respond to the cry of the pogrom sufferess in Eastern Europe. 

The Rev. L. Geffen, Chairman of che Provincial Commission, visited 
Dundee last week on behalf of the fund. 

The Treasurers have received a donation from the Berner Old Boys’ 
Club. It is hoped that other Boys’ Clubs will follow this example. 

Miss Doris Brown, 57, Read's Avenue, Biackpoo!, has sent eighty 
threepeuny pieces, which she has saved, in aid of the Ukrainian Jews.

I further disapprove of 
the tendency and the continual attempts of the Committee of Delegations to 
establish themselves as a permanent inter-territorial body claiming to represent 
the whole Jewish people. I consider this tendency formally wrong and 

itically harmful. 
ee participation in the Committee of Delegations was, through no fault of 
my own, a quite passive one, and it has not convinced me that in the circum- 
2 stances my experience and goodwill were made use of. To remain a member 
2 ot the Committee of Delegations would mean to usurp consciously the dignity 
of a representative of the people without serving any useful purpose, as the 
Committee of Delegations consists of a few persons tied to the programme of 
their party on problems of Jewish life besides Palestine.

The CHAIRMAN submitted a recommendation of the Executive Com- 
mittee that a special grant of £50 be made to each Minister and Reader 
who was an official of the United Synagogue, in consideration of the high 
cost of living during the past year. He stated that representatives 
of the Ministers and Readers had sent a deputation to the Hon. 
Officers, and represented to them the very severe hardships which 
some of the officials of the.United Synagogue were suffering as a result 
of the increased cost of living. The Hon, Officers sympathised with these 
difficulties. At the same time they felt it was undesirable to increase 
the cast of seats, which had reached a high level, aud they were most 
reluctant to add to the burden which the United Synagogue was com- 
pelled toimpose on everyone who wished to have a seat in the synagogue. 
The ministers themselves were the last to wish to addtothe burden. On 
the other hand they felt that, particularly towards the end of last year, 
very great hardships were suffered, and the Council should do something 
to meet this difficulty. They felt, also, that conditions might be expected 
to improve, and that the difficulty could be met by a grant this year on 
the basis that it would not recur. 

Mr. ALBERT Jobs, LL. B., drew attention to the fact that there 
were one or two Readers who were not “officials” of the United Syna- 
‘gogue, and he asked whether they should not be included. 

Mr. S. H. EMANUEL, K.C. (Treasurer), said that it was intended that 
the grant should be made to full-time officials only. 

Mr. ALFRED SOLOMONS moved as an amendment that out of every 
£50, £10 should be granted to the beadles who, he contended, suffered 
equally with Ministers and Readers, and were not nearly so well paid. 

Mr. E. M. SOLOMON seconded the amendment. He said that many 
of the Ministers and Readers were elderly men with grown-up 
families. The beadles generally had young families, and therefore had 
much greater responsibilities. 

Mr. EMANUEL said that the matter was entirely for the Council to 
decide. It had been represented to the honorary officers that the 
ministers had dificulty in meeting obligations incurred before the war. 
The beadles did not have to keep up the same appearance as the ministers. 
He said that though this grant was recommended their ministers were not 
an ill-paid body as compared with those of other denominations. 

Messrs/ S. J. Kempner, L. Felsenstein and I. Landau supported the 
amendment. | 

The CHAIRMAN said that he thought it was a retrograde step to place 
ininisters in the same category as beadles. 

The amendment was defeated, and the original recommendation 
was carried with no dissentient. ; 

A NEW ASSOCIATE SYNAGOGUE, 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, the Council approved the enrolment 
of the Ealing and Acton Hebrew Congregation as an Associate Synagogue. . 
The Associate Synagogue Committee reported that the congregation had 
purchased a well-built, freehold house, No. 75, Uxbridge Road, Ealing, 
which could be disposed of advantageously if more convenient premises 

resented themselves, or, alternatively, the site was admirably suited to 

he erection of a proper synagogue when the circumstances of the con- 
gregation permitted. Meanwhile, the building, with only minor altera- 
tions, would be used for the purpose of synagogue and class rooms, and 
for the congregation's literary society and similar activities. 
of Jewish families in the district was estimated at 200. 

Loans of £1,559 to the West Ham Associate Synagogue for repairs: 
of £550 to the Victoria and Chelsea Synagogue towards the acquisition of 
the lease of their premises; and of £500 to the Walthamstow and Leyton 
Associate Synagogue towards the cost of decorating and equipping their 
new building, were granted. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


On the recommendation of the Executive Committee it was decided, 
on grounds of economy, to suspend the bye-law providing for the distri- 
bution of lists of seatholders. | 

The following grants from the income of the Benjamin Levi Trust 
were approved: Jews’ College £320, Visitation Committee £100, Beth 
Hamedrash and Jewish Institute £50, Union of Hebrew and Religion 
Classes £50, Jewish Welfare Committee £150, 

On the recommendation of the Executive Committee, the Council 
approved the acquisition of property adjoining the Hammersmith Syna- 
gogue with a view to possible extension of the synagogue when required. 

Permission was given to the Rev. 8. Lipson to relinquish the duties 
of Secretary of the Hammersmith Synagogue on the ground of ill-health, 
and the appointment of a Secretary at a salary of £75 per annum was 
authorised. : | 

The business of the meeting was disposed of with unusual rapidity; 
and the proceedings were concluded in less than an hour.

THE CHAMPIONSHIP. 


PRESENTATION OF SHIELD BY THE PRINCE OF WALES, 


Thursday, 17th February, will stand out as a red-letter day in the 
annals of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. Accompanied by Major C. W. 
Tabbush, C. O. of the London Battalion, Capt. G. D. Solomon, the Adjutant, 
and Capt. B. M. Woolf, M.C., Brigade Secretary, the six members of the 
boxing team attended at St. James’s Palace to receive at the hands of 
the Prince of Wales the trophy presented by him to the winning boxing 
team among cadet units in Great Britain. 

The ceremony, which was witnessed by a consideralie number of 
spectators, took place in the Ambassadors’ Court in front of York House. 
The Prince was attended by Rear-Admiral Sir Lionel Halsey (Comptroller) 
and Capt. the Hon. Piers Legh (Equerry). There were also present: The 
Harl of Scarbrough, late Director-General of the Territorial Force; his 
successor, Lieut.-General Sir Noel Birch, Alderman Sir Charles Wakefield 
(donor ot the medals for individual winners) aid Capt. Walker, of the 
Cadet Department at the War Office. 

As the Prince emerged from York House, the parade was brought to 
attention and saluted. The winning team was then marched up to the 
table, and His Royal Highness presented the shield to O. M. S. Vickers, the 
Brigade boxing trainer. Each individual winner and runner-up was then 
called out to receive his medal, a gold one in the case of the former and 
silver ones in the case of runners-up. The Prince shook hands with cach 
boy and chatted with him, asking how many fights each lad had had in 
the course of the competition. After the distribution of awards, the 
officers on parade were presented to His Royal Highness, who congratu- 
lated them on the result and chatted with cach officer on his war service, 
expressing the hope that he had come through alright. : 

At the close of the proceedings a charming incident occurred typical 
ofthe Prince's thoughtfulness and consideration. After the parade had 
been dismissed he recollected that he had not shaken hands with two 
lads who were not recipients of individual awards. He instantiy had 
these lads recalled, and to their delight shook hands with them and 
addressed to them afew cheering words. 

This ended a very pleasant function which, lasting about half-an-hour, 
formed a fitting finale to a long period of strenuous preparation. The 
various stages of the competition had lasted over some four months, 
during which period the competitors had not only to meet and defeat 
different opponents but had to undergo hard training to keep fit 
and reduce weight. On the very afternoon of the finals, the team spent 
a strenuous time round the Barrack Square at Chelsea so that there 
should be no hitch at the final weighing-in before the contest. 

Great credit for the success of the team is due to the immense keen- 
ness and energy of their trainer, O. M. S. Vickers, of the Army Gymnuastic 
Staff, the Brigade's boxing and gymnastic instructor.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting was held on Wednesday. Mr. CLAUDE G. 
MONTEFIORE, the President, was in the chair. 

The balance-sheet was presented by the Treasurer, Mr. PHILIP 
WALEY, who pointed out that ithout the reimbursement the school had 
received from the London County Council, the deficit would have been 
between £120 and £130. They had to face a deficit in the next year of at 
least £200. The cause of the deficit was undoubtedly the increased cost 

of the religion classes. * 

The balance-sheet was adopted. 

The Chairman then presented the report, which states in part: 

There were 225 boys and 210 girls-on the roll for the vear. A class for 
remedial exercises had been forme! in the girls’ school, and giris of poor 
physique had hid daily practice in the open air. It was hoped to form 
a similar class for the boys. Members of the Girls’ Sports and Recreation 
Club gave a performance of Shakespeares Winter's Tale during December. 
The boys had done well at cricket, aud the girls had played net ball. 
The boys and girls had contributed liberally to various charitable funds. A 
Chess and Draughts Club had been formed in the boys’ school and was very 

pular. The Committee had desired toestablish aninfants’ school, and had been 
in negotiation with the London County Council to utilise the premises of Mise 
Montagu's Girls’ Club for the purpose. The London County Council, however, 
have refused to sanction the use of the building for other purposes than a 
temporary infant school, and as the Commit ee have no prospect of being able 
to erect an infant school building, the proposal has fallen through. The Com- 
mittee report the resignation of Councillor M. J. Levy and Mr. J. Trenner. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE said that educationally, in the broadest sense of the 
term, the school was flourishing, but its finances were not by any 
means in the same position. He appealed with confidence to the com 
munity to support the only Jewish School in the West Central District. 
He boped that the annual subscriptions would increase. 

The report was adopted. b

— Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee was held yesterday week at 
4, Upper Gloucester Place. Mr. Frank I; Lyons, the President. was in 
the hair. 

The CHAIRMAN said that a letter had been received from the Camden 
Town Talmud Torah Classes with regard to the proposed amalgamation 
with the Central Synagogue Classes. The latter body was prepared to 
cooperate with Camden Town providing the Union made a suitable con- 
tribution annually. There had been a delay in the proceedings. He 
hoped that the Rev. Michael Adlerithe representative of the Central 
Synagogue Classes) would use his best efforts to bring abouta satisfactory 
settlement. 


Mrs. A. Eichholz was re-appointed representativé of the Union on 
the Union of Jewish Women. 

Mr. F. S. Spiers, O. B. E. referred to the application for a grant from 
the Stepney Jewish Schools. There were eight hundred children 
attending the Sunday morning classes, and there was a deficit of £216. 
it was agreed to make a grant of £50 to.the Stepney Classes. 

An application for a grant from the New North Road Talmud Torah 
was deferred until a report on the classes was received. A grant of £30 
was made to the North West London Synagoune Classes, and their 
affiliation to the Union was agreed to. 

With vegard to the recommendation of the Hon. Officers that Volunta ry 
Schools and Talmud Torahs should be represented on the Committee of 
the Union, Dr. A. E1canOLz said that at the last meeting it was thonght 
that such representation was likely to swamp the committee. and that-if 
the Union were to accede to the request, the respective bodies should be 
represented not by units. 


The CHAIRMAN said that as the Union had received a grant from the 


United Synagogue, it was bound to support the Talmud Torals and the 


Voluntary Schools, but that did not necessarily mean representation. 
They might select one man from each body as representative. 

Dr. EICHHOLZ said that he would like to see more adequate represen- 
tation of the Talmud Torahs on the Committee of the Union. 


Dayan A. FDM said that affiliation meant representation. Ifthe - 


Union gave a grant to the Talmud Torah Trust for them to distribute 
it, as a central body, separate representation fron separate classes 
would not be necessary. 

The CHAIRMAN said that if the Talmud Torah Trust made an applica- 
tion for a grant, it would have full consideration, 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M. A., said that it was not necessary to have 
all the religion classes represented on the Committee cf the Union. 

After further discussion, it was agreed to welcome the representation 
of the Talmud Torahs and the Voluntary Schools on the Committee. 

The application for financial assistance from the Kilburn, Brondes- 
bury and Hampstead Talmud Torah was referred tothe Talmud Torah 
Trust to be dealt with by that body. 

The question of a Hebrew title for the Union was discussed. 

The Rev. A. MIsHcoN moved that the words“ Agudath Batei Sepher” 
be used. 

After a discussion, in which Rabbi Harris COHEN, Dayan FELDMAN, 
and the Rev. E. LEVINE participated, it was decided that a sub-committee 
be formed of the four ministers to consider the matter and report at the 
next meeting. 

Mr. I. GOLDSTON referred to the advanced classes which are held at 
the Dalston Synagogue. The classes had been reorganised and were very 
active, They met seven times a week. He appealed for a grant from 
the Union to assist them to carry on the Classes. 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated Dalston on having such excellent 
advanced classes. A grant of £25 was voted. 

A grant of £30 was made to the Brixton Synagogue Classes and £25 
to the classes at Walthamstow. Reports were received from North 
London, South Hackney, Stoke Newington and Walthamstow Classes. 

Mr. F. D. BENJAMIN (the Treasurer) presented a financial statement. 

It was announced that Mr. Herbert M. Adler would open a discussien 
on “Teaching the Prayer Book at the auunual meeting on March 6th in 
the place of Mr. M. Kaye, M.Sc., who is unable to give an address on 
that occasion.

Dass are were plentiful now than they have been. They form an 
excellent food, and should therefore be included in the daily ration. 
Lightly poached and served on spinach, mashed potatoes, or spaghetti, 
they make an excellent course for luncheon or supper. 


CURRIED EGGS, 

REQUIRED: One onion; one apple; three potatoes; one carrot; one 
parsnip; margarine, 2 oz.; flour, | oz.; curry powder, 1 dessert- 
spoonful; one hard-boiled egg for each person; plain boiled rice. 

METHOD.—Prepare the vegetables and put them through a mincing + 

machine. Melt the margarine in a sau /epan, add the vegetables, and fry 
for five minutes, keeping wellstirred. Add the curry powder ard one pint 
of water, to which has been added a teaspoonfnl of marmite... Let simmer 
gently until the vegetables are tender, season, and thicken the gravy. Cut 
the eggs length ways in two, and place them, yolk uppermost, on top of 
the vegetable, serving with a border of plain boiled rice.

EGG8 AND Rice CUTLETs. 
RrguirneD: Three hard boiled eggs; ope raw egg; milk, 1 gill; 
cooked rice, 4 tablespoonfals; margarine, | tablespoonfal; flour, 
1 tablespoonful; one teaspoonful each of grated onion, chopped 
parsley, and lemon juice, crumbs, and oil for frying. 


MretHop.—Melt the margarine in a saucepan, stir in the flour, add 
the milk, and stir over the fire until boiling. Chop up the eggs coarsely, 
and add these, also the rice, onion, parsley, and lemon juice. Mix well, 
reason carefully, and spread the mixture evenly on a plate to stiffen. 
When cold, shape into cuticts, brush over with beaten egg, and coat with 
breadcrumbs. Fry in smoking-hot oil until a golden brown.

SAVOURY Eads. 
REQUIRED: 4 eggs; 4 rounds of fried bread; chopped parsley. 2 tea- 
spoonfuls: chopped cooked tongue, 2 ozs. 

Mix 
the parsley and tongue with a little seasoning and press this mixture 
against the sides and bottoms of the cases. Then carefully break an egg 


into each. Stand the cases ina shallow pan with boiling water sufficient to 


come half way up them. Lay a piece of greased paper across the tops of 
the eggs, put the lid en the pan, and steam slowly for about eight minutes. 
Then tarn them out carefully, one on to each piece of bread. If the cases 
are well greased they should slip out quite easily. |

A SKIN SPECIALIST. 


The death occurred on Wednes lay last at 45, Marlborough Hill, St. 
John’s Wood, of Dr. Phineas Simon Abraham, M. D., F. R. C., S. II., who 
passed away at the age of seventy-four.

Dr. Abrabam was the son of the late Mr. Phineas Abraham anda 
nephew of the late Sir John and Lady Simon. He was born at Falmouth 
(Jamaica), and was educated in London, Dablin, and Paris, and in 
Germany. Having entered the medical profession, be held the appoint. 
ments of Surgeon of the Blackfriars Hospital for Diseases ofthe Skin. He 
was aiso head of the Skin Department at the West London Hospital, and 
was Lecturer on Dermatology at the West London Post-Gradnate College. 
Dr. Abraham represented Great Britain at the International Leprosy 
Conference held at Berlin in 1897, and was a founder cf the Royal 
Academy of Medicine (Ireland and the Dermatologica! Society of Great 
britain aud Ireland. He was the author of various publications on 
leprosy and skin diseases.

Mr. CHARLES ABRAHAMSON (careich. 


By the death on Sunday of Mr. Charles Abrahamson there passed 
away the oldest member of the Cardiff Heben community. The deceased 
was a weil-known figare not only in Cardiff, where bo ha‘ lived for over 
forty-five years, but throughout South Walesand the Westof England. As 
& young man he was associated with the late Rev. Professor Prag at the 
Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation as a teacher of the ‘Hebrew 
Classes. After residing in Piymouth for a time, he came to 
Cardiff, and immediately began to take a keen interest in 
the affairs of the Hebrew Community. About forty years ago 
he founded in Cardiff’ the “Hand-in-Hand and Bikur Cholim 
Society” whieh did much useful work. He was also one of the founders 
of the Talmnd Torah and Beth Hamedrash there. He laid the foundation 
stone cf the building, which in 1904 was taken over by the Cathedral 
Nea Congregation, and is used for services every morning and evening 
and on the High Festivals. Mr. Abrahamson attained the ripe age of ninety- 
six, and throughout his life was a most observing Jew. In addition to 
his wit and humour, which made it a pleasure to be in his company, ho 
was an accomplished Baal Tefliah, and his services as reader on High 
Festivals were much sought for and appreciated by various communities 
in South Wales. He was especially proud of his possession of a silver 
Kiddush cup presented to him by the Pontypridd Hebrew Congregation 
for services rendered. His sons (Mr. L. S. Abrahanison. of Newport, and 
Mr. Joshua Abrahamson, who was for several years Warden and Presi- 
dent of the Cathedral Road Synagogue) are weil-known communal 
workers.

Sin, — The correspondent whose letter you pub ished last-weck knew 
not, probably, how timely was the protest he made against the active 
propaganda which is being carried on by so called“ Liberal” Jews. 

I have jast learnt (by accident) that Mr. Claude Mont flore is to 
preach at my Synagogue (the West London) on Sabbath next. There 
has been no announcement made in advance, such as (as is usual in our 
Synagogue’, on the board containing the list of preachers for the month 
that is affixed outside in the vestibule. The lightning stroke hasevidently 
been atranged so that those who loathe Mr. Monteflore’s religious 
doctrine and bitterly resent his being given the use of our pulpit, shall go 
to saynagogne not knowing that he is to preach, and thus be trapped into 
listening to him nilly-willy.. This is characteristic of Liberal“ methods 
which they seem to have assimilated from the other Missionaries who seek 
to beguile Jowsaway from their faith. It is true that those who feel as I do 
about Mr. Montefiore’s intrusion of his views could leave the synagogue 
when that gentleman ascends the pulpit. That has happened at Upper 
Berkeley Street more than once when he and other--Liberal” Jews have 
preached ; but the silent protestants have then been told by the Wardens 
and the Ministers that to go out of synagogue when an invited preacher is 
about to hold forth is not good form”! 

Pour correspondent last week asked very pertinently: “Where fs 
the Chief Rabbi?” I would ask: Where is the Rev. Morris Joseph? A 


few weeks ago he delivered a sermon (since published in leaflet form) in 


which he denounced Sunday Services. Yet he apparently consents to 
his pulpit being used by the leader of the section by whom these services 
are being instituted. Mr. Joseph waxed eloquent, also a few weeks ago, 
on Traditional Judaism, and his words were pub ished in your columns, 
Now, presumably he allows (and I suppose by his presence as on like 
occasions previously he will show his approval of) his pulpit being 
emp'oyed by the one, man who more than any other among us has been 
the bitter foe of Traditional Judaism, and has done everything in his 
power to undermine it in England. 

I suppose Mr. Joseph's broadmindedness will be pleaded. But the 
average man who has no place for religious gymnastics and creed contor- 
tions will look at the matter straight, and be disposed to apply an even 
uglier word than rank inconsistency to Mr. Joseph's attitude.

LXX.—BROWNING AND THE JEWS. 
My Drar Coustn. 


To cultivate the poetic spirit is a lesson I learnt at the University, 
and from experience I am convinced ofits wisdom. Whether life in the 
Middle Ages had a poetic glamour or not, certain it is that modern life, 
especially life in cities, is characterised by a good deal of prosiness. The 
cultivation of poetry, as of music, raises us above the commonplaces of 
every day into a nobler and rarer atmosphere. I cannot help feeling that, 
even more than other people, we Jews are in duty bound to cultivate the 
poetic spirit, We pride ourselves on having a high moral standard, in 
possessing a lofty view of life. With the inherent qualities that are in 
the Jew, if only he kept himself up to the mark, what a marvellous piece 
of work he would be! The pity of it is that a good many of our people, 
instead of cultivating the spirit of poetry and of all that that implies, 
prefer a game of cards and the loud noiginess that goes with it. Even 
the most tolerant critic will admit that the best type of Jew is not found 
in card-playing circles. For my own part, and speaking from experience, 
I can recommend ali those who value “ the things that are more excellent” 
to cultivate poetry, and I can assure them that the pleasure they will 
derive will be great indeed. 

Sometimes I go to the grand old Hebrew poetry of which the Bible 
contains so much, and which satisfies the longing of the soul and the 
needs of the mind. Sometimes I turn to the Greck or Roman poets, and 
find much that is admirable in them. Sometimos I choose the moderns; 
it may bo Goethe or Shakespeare or Keats. The other day it was 
Browning’s turn, and I much enjoyed browsing among his pages and 
revelling in his optimism. In his optimistic outlook on life Browning has 
very much of the Jewish spirit. It has, indeed, been asserted that he was 
actually a Jew, but I do not think that that has been established. He 
certainly shows a good deal of sympathy with Jews and with Jewish 
learning. It is claimed that he knew sufficient Hebrew to read the Bible 
in the original; and he was acquainted with a good deal of Jewish 
medimval literature. Possibly he found bis way to the lattcr through 
Latin translations. In any event, he makes use of Jewish legends in his 
poetry. Of course, in common with other great poets, Biblical themes 
attracted him, and his treatment of Saul in the poem of that name is on 
the grand scale we have learnt to associate with Browning's style. But 
while many poets treat of Biblical incidents, post-B.blical stories 
are quite outside their ken. Not so in the case of Browning. 
tr am thinking, for instance, of such poems as “Solomen and 
Balkis” which deals with the visit ot the Queen of Sheba to 
King Sclomon. Browning tells the story humorously, bringing out the 
fact that under the trappings of monarchy there beat in the one the heatt 
of a man and in the other the heart of a woman, and so the whole ends 
ina kiss. In another poem, entitled Adam, Lilith, and Eve,” Browning 
gives again a very human touch to a piece of Jewish mythology. There 
isa legend that before Eve became his wife Adam was plagued with 
another wife, whose name was Lilith, and who was said to be the mother 
of all demons. The story relates how in Eden the two women sitting on 
each side of Adam were seized with a panic, and blurted out a precious 
secret. The panic over, the women were terrified ‘at their weakness, 
and Adam set their minds at ease by asserting, man-like, that he regarded 
their stories only as jokes. | 


These two poems are slight things, curious and intercsting in their 
way. But in turning over the pages of Browning I came across two fairly 
long poems, both serious in character and both with a moral. In each of 
them Browning shows how much he sympathised with the Jews in the 
Middle Ages who had to suffer unnecessary indignities at the hands of 


their Christian neighbours.' The first is entitled Holy Cross Day.“ on 


which, Browning tells his readers, the Jews were forced to attend an 
annual Christian sermon in Rome.” The poem shows us, in the poet’s 
inimitable fashion, the picture of the Jews hurrying and scurrying to the 
Church. We see the arrival of the Bishop with a boy by his side to hold 
his hour-glass. The Bishop begins to preach. Instcad of listening to 
him the Jews rehearse some old Jewish legend. Let us fit!y employ it, 
under our breath, in saying Ben Ezra’s Song of Death.” And what is 
this song? It is a message of comfort to the oppressed Jew, telling him 
that the day would dawn when Israel should be gathered from the four 
corners of the earth to the Holy Mountain of Zion, what time his suffer- 
ings will eome to an end. And then the mumblers break out into an 


appeal to the Christ, urging him to take the side of the Jews against 


their oppressors “Who maintain Thee in word and defy Thee in deed.” 
The Jews give their reason. They appcal to the Christ 


“ By the torture prolonged from age to age, 
By the infamy, Israel's heritage, . 
By the ghetto’s plague, by the garb’s disgrace 
ny the badge of shame, by the felon’s place, 
By the branding tool, the bloody whip, 
g And the summons to Christian fellowship.” 


Ong cannot suppress the reflection that if to-day there is not the 
ghetto’s plague, the garb's disgrace, the branding tool, and the bloody 
whip, the aati-Gemites, maintaining Christ in word and defying him in

story is laid in Florence. The Jewish burial ground there bordered on 


the land which belonged toa farmer. This gentleman took it amiss that 


the Jews should find a resting place next door to his property; he 
therefore engaged an artist to paint a picture of the Virgin, which he 
hung on a post in his field, so that the picture faced on to the Jewish burial 
ground. The Jews were annoyed,as he wanted them to be. They came 
and pleaded with him, offering him a sum of money if he would consent 
to turn the picture so that it should face not the Jewish burial ground 
but the public road. The farmer agreed, but determined to play 
a trick on. the Jews. He called in his artist, this time to paint a picture 
of the Crucifixion, to take the place of the picture of the Virgin. When the 
Jews saw this other painting their angerknew no bounds, Of all disappoint- 
ments that is keenest which is due toa broken promise that is yet not broken. 
When the Jews remonstrated with the farmer he informed them mildly 
that they had no cause for complaint, since he had carried ont their 


wishes. There was nothing for it, therefore, but to grin and bear it. 


But—so Browing would have us believe—Jewish brains triumphed in the 
end. The Jews came to the farmer and bought both pictures out-right. 
The farmer and his artist friend were amazed. They could not fathom 
the meaning of this action. When the bargain was.completed they 
therefore asked the Jew purchaser the reason for his conduct. He 
replied with a parable. Once on a time he knew a cardinal who made 
a Speciality of collecting pictures of heathen gods and goddesses. The 
Jew questioned him at the seeming oddity of his conduct. A Christian 
to hold in honour heathen idols! Thecardinal excused himself by saying 
toat while.it is true these gods were lies, things of no value, they were 
yet beautiful. The Jew declared that he was acting on the same princi- 
ple. The Virgin and the Crucified One are lies, but he bought them 
because they are beautiful. What a cardinal does, a Jew surely may 
also do. Throughout the story Browning condemns Christian un- 
charitableness and intolerance. 

The two remaining poems with some Jewish interest are “ Rabbi 
Ben Ezra” and “Joachanan Hakkadosh,“ In both Browning puts his 
view of life into the mouth of a learned Rabbi. In the firat case he is 
probably thinking of Abraham ibn Ezra, the philosopher, commentator, 
and wit. “Rabbi Ben Ezra has been declared by some critics to be one 
of the great master-pieces of English poetry. In this poem the Rabbi 
soliloquises, and asserts that life is good, that struggle strengthens, that 
youth and age have both their advantages. Its message is the same as 
that of Pippa Passes: — God's in His Heaven—all’s right with the 
world.” The last stanza must be well known to you. 

“So take and use Thy work: 
Amend what flaws may lurk, 
What strain o the stuff, what warpings past the aim; 
| My times be in Thy band: 
Perfect the cup as planned! 
Let age approve of youth, and death perfect the same.” 

In“ Joachanan Hakkadosh” we are told the story of the Rabbi on his 
death-bed surrounded by his disciples, who ask him for a last message. 
“ Vanity of vanities,” he replies, life is vanity, and he had been a failure. 
But the disciples would not hear of this, and in accordance with the 
belief of that time that one man may give up a certain space of his life to 
another, each of them presents the Rabbi with three months of his own 
life. As a result the Rabbi is given another year in which to live, and 
for three months respectively he is a lover, a warrior, a poet, and a 
statesman. In each role heis disappointed. Of the first he says, Love, 
ye call it? Rather hate!” As a warrior he asks, what is the good of 
force? When man appeals to force he is no better than the beast. Asa 
poet he is likewise disappointed, and as a statesfhan no less. : 

: “Statesman, what cure has thou for—least and most 

Popular grievances? What nostrum, say, 

Will make the rich and poor, expertly dosed, 

Forget disparity?” 
But the point of the story is that a little child also gave three months of 
his life to the Rabbi, and when he dies he feels at last that his life has not 
been in vain. The argument of the poem is deep; and there are in it 
many touches of Jewish interest, as the mention of the Mishna, of Ruach 
(thus do we denote thé imparted spirit"), and of Halaphta. 

I have so much enjoyed these poems of Browning that have a Jewish 
interest, that I should very much like warmly to recommend them to 
you.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


COLONEL SIR FREDERIC L. NATHAN. 


HE Jewish Lads’ Brigade is now old enough to have 
acquired traditions, and it has every reason to be proud of 
those it has built up. In the war its record was a 
wonderful one, and it can hold its own with any cadet 
corps in the country in drill, discipline, and sport. For 

the past sixteen years the Commandant ot the Brigade has been Colonel 

Sir Frederic L. Nathan, and his 
interest in its fortunes remains un- 
abated. Like many other communal 
institutions the Brigade is in fin- 
ancial difficulties, and a strenuous 
effort is being made .by the Brigade 

Council to obtain more annual sub. 

scribers and thus avoid the necessity 

of periodical appeals. In the course of 
an interview Sir Frederic has given 
to a representative of the JEWISH 

CHRONICLE an account of the present 

position of the Brigade. ; 

RES ANGUSTA DOMI, 

“T am well aware,” Sir Frederic said, 
“that the present moment is unpropitious 
for the Brigade to make an appeal for funds 
‘when so many other communal institutions 
are collecting; and indeed, I hardly

think that we are making an appeal in the ordinary sense of the word. 


We are asking that the number of our annual subscribers shall be made 
more proportionate to the amount of sympathy and approval which |! 
know the work of the Brigade commands in the Community. It will pro- 
bably surprise your readers to learn that we have only about a hundred 
and fifty subscribers; yet there can be few who do not heartily approve 
the work of the Brigade, and would be very sorry to seé it cease: Our 
last appeal brought us in under £2,000 which sufficed to keep the Brigade 
forayear. Wecannot gocap in hand tothe Community every year; hence 
my colleagues and I have come to the conclusion that the only direct course 
is to place the facts frankly before the Anglo-Jewish public, to ask that 
all those who sympathise with our work shall enrol themselves as annual 
subscribers, thus ensuring to the Brigade a regular income and freeing the 
Council and officers from the work of administration and training which 
has been so much hampered latterly by financial anxieties. There is 
urgent need of extension, but we have hesitated to recruit while we had 
insufficient funds to carry on the work at our present strength. 
THE BRIGADE AND THE WAR. 

The Brigade has done a great deal,” Sir Frederic went on to say, 
“to enhance the prestige of the community. Its record during the war 
Was a brilliant one. It contributed thirty-five officers, of whom nineteen 
made the supreme sacrifice, and 525 members lost their lives. 
This represents twenty-seven per cent. of the number of Jews 
killed, and I have no doubt that were our records complete this percentage 
would be even lighter. One ex-Brigade boy gained the V.C.—Jack 
White, formerly a member of the Manchester Battalion. Many other 
decorations were won, and a surprisingly large number of ex-Brigade 
boys were made non-commissioned officers, often within a few days of 
joining the colours, which shows the value of the training given by the 
Brigade. The Senior Chaplain, the Rev. Michael Adler, D. S. O., claimed 
that he was always able to recognise an old Brigade boy by his alert and 
upright bearing and general smartness. I should like to emphasise, 
however, that the Brigade is not a military organisation. The War 
Office has clearly stated that the cadet movement is not intended 
to train soldiers but to produce good citizens. A military organisation 
is necessary for discipline, but it is merely a means to an end. 
There is a proposal to transfer the cadets from the War Office to the 
Board of Education. If this transfer took place I think it would be all to 


the good if it removes the impression that the cadet movement is of a 


military character. Nevertheless 1 should state that the uniform isa 
great attraction to the lads, and when we attempted to revert to the old 
simple equipment it did not meet with favour at all. The cost of uniform 
alone is a great drain on our resources. 

THE ANNUAL. CAMPS. 


“The annual camps are the most valuable feature of the Brigade 
work. They bring the officers and lads into close association, make a 
goal to work for, and provide a cheap and healthy holiday for working 
boys. The camps, however, are now very costly. Transport alone is a 
hugh item. The cost per boy is now 45s. as compared with 18s. before 
the war. Last year, when wages were high and employment good, we 
obtained large contributions from the boys themselves. This year, when 
economic conditions are much worse, we cannot anticipate as much from 
this source, and the cost to the Brigade will be proportionately greater. 
It has been suggested that large Jewish firms may be able to help us 
with transport problems, and thus relieve the Brigade in this connection. 
I hope that this assistance will be forthcoming. 


. NEED OF THE BRIGADE. 

“Social observers,” said Sir Frederic, “tell us that the need of the 
Brigade was never greater than it is now. Juvenile crime has been on 
the increase since the war, and the necessity of bringing young lads under 
waoresome discipline is very great. The Home Office has for some time 
endeavoured to stimulate the activities of voluntary organisations like the 
Brigade. A joint committee, which was set up to this end, has now been 
transferred to the Board of Education, which is of course keenly interested

JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE. 


The following report of a meeting of the Joint Foreign Committee 
held on February 2nd was adopted without discussion. 

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS.—The report of the Secretary on his mission to 
Geneva during the session of the Assembly of the League of Nations was con- 
sidered and ordered to be circulated among the members of the parent bodies, 
subject to the consent of the Secretariat of the League to the publication of the 
annexed documents. It was further resolved that the Grand Rabbin of Geneva, 
M. Ernest Ginsburger, should be appointed to represent the Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee as its permanent agent in Geneva, and should be accredited to the Secre- 
tariat of the League of Nations in that capacity. Monsieur Ginsburger will 
watch Jewish interests and transmit all necessary information and documents 
regarding them, but in other respects his activities will be defined and limited 
by special instructions from the Committee. Monsieur Ginsburger has already 
consented to act in a like capacity for the Alliance Isra¢lite of Paris. 

FINLAND AND THE MINORITY TREATIES.—The Committee considered a letter 
which had been received from M. Charles Enckell, Minister of the Finnish 
Republic in Paris, relative to the proposed Minority Treaty with Finland, and a 
reply which was to be sent by the Secretary. 

JEWS AND THE NEW BALTIc STATES.—With regard to the grievances of the 
Jews of Latvia referred to in the report of the previous meeting of the Joint 
Committee, representations have been made to the Latvian Legation in London, 
and have been transmitted by thatagency to the Governmentat Riga. Complaint 
has been made to the Committee of the arrest and threatened deportation, under 
circumstances of great hardship, of Mr. Abram Pumpiansky, the agent of the 
Joint Distribution Committee at Reval. On the facts communicated to the 
Committee, the action of the Esthonian Government appears to be quite 
unwarranted. It was resolved to empower the Secretary to assist the Joint 
Distribution Committee with such representations to the Foreign Office as might 
be likely to secure justice for Mr. Pumpiansky.

JEWS OF SMYRNA.-The Jewish Community of Smyrna have forwarded to 
the Committee a number of documents relating to the confiscation and desecra- 
tion of u large cemetery in the environs of the city which has been in their 
possession since the expulsion from Spain in the 5th century. An appeal has 
been made to the Greek High Commissioner but without success and the 
President of the 1 asks the Joint Committee to bring the facts of the 
case before the League of Nations. The Secretary was instracted to communi- 
cate the documents to the Greek Legation in London with a request that they 
should be forwarded to the Government in Athens, On the receipt of the reply 
of the Greek Government the matter will be further considered. 

THE NOBEL PEACE Prize:—It was resolved that in view of President 
Mazaryk’s liberal policy in Czecho-Slovakia and his consistent Opposition to 
anti-Semitism, a letter signed by the Presidents of the Committee should be 


addressed to the Norwegian Parliament supporting his candidature for the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 


REPORT OF PRESS COMMITTEE. 


Lord ROTHSCHILD submitted the following report of a meeting of the 
Press Committee held on February 3rd. 

Mr. M olf reported the satisfactory reception of his pamphlet, The Jewish 
Bogey,“ published by the Committee; 2,500 copies had been printed, of which 
about 2,200 had been circulated among carefully selected persons and among the 
Press. A number of congratulatory letters had been received, including some 
from persons hitherto believed to be unfriendly tothe Jews. The reception in 
the Press had been most cordial. A generous contribution towards the expensé 
had been received from Sir Isidore Spielman. 

The Committee authorised the publication of a further pamphlet to combat 
anti-Semitism, the expense of which wound le defrayed by a gentleman who 
wished to remain anon mous. The Committee has received a recommendation 
from the Sub-Committee, consisting of Dr. Epstein, Mr. 8. Gilbert and Mr. 
Morris Myer, on the question of. establishing a Press Bureau. Such report 
suggests the establishment of the Bureau in question, the appointment of a 
Director with an office and staff, and gives details of the expenditure which 
would amount to about £1,000 a year and £100 to £200 for installation. The 
duties of the Director would be to obtain and supply newspapers aud news 
agencies with information as regards Jewish activities and affairs in this country 
and abroad, to follow anti-Semitic agitation in the Press aud elsewhere, and to 
report same to the Committee. 

The Committee was unanimously of opinion that the results to be obtained 
would not be commensurate with the heavy costs and that the Community 
would not be likely to provide the amount required. The Committee felt that 
the results would be speculative and would probably not create the effect on the 
public which was desired. Under these circumstances the Committee is unable 
to recommend the Board to adopt the scheme. | 

The Chairman reported the result of the adjourned Conference of Delegates 
appointed to consider the question of the establishment of a Joint Committee 
to combat anti-Semitism: He also read an outline of the proposed Rules. 

It was unanimously resolved that the Ci mmittee recommends the Board to 
adopt the proposals of the Conference and their Rules, and that the Board 
Should elect four representatives to serve on the Committee in question. 

The Committee further resolved to advise that as soon as the Joint Press 
Committee was formed the existing Press Committee of the Board should be 
dissolved. In view of this recommendation, and in view of the fact that it was 
intended to invite the B’nai B'rith tosend representatives to the new Committee, 
the position of its members on the present Committee was not dealt with. 

he Conference of Delegates appointed to consider the formation of a 
Committee for the purpose of combating anti-Semitism had a final sitting on 
January 26th. 

Lord Rothschild (Chairman) informed the Conference of confidential 
enquiries he had addressed to a gentleman most competent to judge in this 
matter, who had expressed his opinion that a general campaign against anti- 
Semitism would be a mistake but that the proposed Committee might well 
publish an authoritative disproval in cases of actual misrepresentation. As a 
result of the discussion which ensued it was unanimously resolved: 

That a Joint Committee should be established with the title of The Joint 
Press Committee.“ That it should consist of not more than four representa- 
tives each from the Board of Deputies, the Angio-Jewish Association, and the 
League of British Jews, and of not more than two representatives from each 
other body which the Committee should invite to join. That a recommenda- 
tion to the above effect should be communicated by the delegates to their 
respective parent bodies.. The delegates present recommended that the follow- 
ing bodies should be invited to send two delegates each, viz., the Bnai Brith, 
the Jewish Historical Society, and the Maccabeans. : 

Suggestions were adopted for rules for the new Committee which were to 
be settled by the Chairman, Mr. C. G. Montefiore and Mr. H. 8. O. Henriques. 
Such rules have been drafted, and are appended to the report. 

Mr. MORRIS MYER (Cannon Street Road) moved that the report be 
referred back. He said that the question of combating anti-Semitism had 
been viewed from a very narrow stand-point, that of the English Jews. 
Tue Jews in this country could to a certain extent afford to ignore anti- 
Semitic attacks, protected as they were by the friendliness of the Govern- 
ment, the tolerance of the British people as a whole, and the progressive 
legislation of the country. The position of the great masses cf the Jewish 
people was quite different. In Eastern Europe the Jews were not so pro- 
tected. To them anti-Semitism represented a real danger, not merely the 
anti-Semitism in their own country, but also that in Engiand which was 
exploited by local anti-Semitesy4vho were able to point out that even in 
tolerant England the Jewish danger was realised, and they justified their 
ownattacks on this ground. In these circumstances he claimed thatthe con- 
stitution of the proposed Committee was inadequate, and contended that 
the work would be better done by energetic action on the part of the Deputies 
themselves. He pointed out that the delegates of the various bodies had 
little uaderstanding of and sympathy with the Jewish masses. The 
Deputies had become a great democratic body, and now it was proposed 
to abrogate its functions to another body over. which it would have no 
control. He objected to the proposal that the Deputies’ own Press 
Committee was to be abolished, although Lord Rothschild and the 
President had both stated that it was to be retained. 

Lord ROTHSCHILD ‘Manchester, Great intervened to say that at the 
joint meeting a contrary view had prevailed. | 2 

Mr. MYER said that it had been understood that the Joint Committee 
would confine itself to the issue of books, and that the functions of the 
Press Committee would remain. He complained of the manner in which 
Mr. Lucien Wolf had conducted his controversy with the Morning Post, 


especially of his references to national rights which was a vital question 


tor the Jews of Eastern Europe. He contended that the Deputies were 
pursuing a reactionary policy, and were throwing their democratic 


Principles to the winds.. 


Councillor 8. FINBURGH, J.P. (Manchester North), seconded the 
motion. He said that it was a mistake to under-rate the danger of 
English anti-Semitism. 

Mr. M. CasH (United Jewish Friendly Societies) supported the 
motion. He urged that the Deputies should not abandon their control on 
such an important matter. 

Mr. V. SHAPIRA (Fieldgate Street) said that the proposed Committee 
would do more harm than good, and would merely provoke fresh attacks. 

Mr. M. G. LIVERMAN (Dublin United) supported the adoption of the 
report. He thought that much could be expected from the 
Committee and that if would profit by experience. 

Dr, SAMUEL DAICHES (Leeds Beth Hamedrash) also supported the 
adoption of the report. He had previously been against the proposed 
Committee, but in view of the decision to co-operate with other bodies, 
he thought it would be a mistake to introduce an element ot disunion. 

Lord ROTHSCHILD (Manchester, Great) said that the existence of the 
new Committee would in no way affect the sovereign rights of the Board,

A Sermon for the Week.

DIVINE FOREKNOWLEDGE AND FREE WILL. 

‘ Everything is foreseen, yet freedom of choice is given.”—Fthics of tle 
Fathers, iii., 19. 

The doctrine that the will is free to choose between certain courses 
of conduct is a fundamental principle of the Jewish religion. According 
to Josephus (Antiquities xili., 5-9, xviii., 1-5), it was stoutly maintained 
by the Pharisees as against the heretical teachings of the Sadducees and 
Essenes. The Talmud lays it down as an undisputed maxim that every- 
thing is in the hands of God except the fear of God (Berachoth 33 b; Nid- 
dah 16 b). But the text goes further than this, and maintains that this 
freedom to choose between right and wrong is perfectly compatible 
with God's foreknowledge of how a man will act. Let us first 
enquire what the perfect omniscience of God, which is a Jewish 
principle of belief, involves. it means that from all eternity 
to all eternity God always has been and now is fully aware of 
everything and every event of the past, present, and future. We can 
only state this belief in words; it is absolutely beyond our power to 
realise what such perfect knowledge is. Should anyone say it is unreason- 
able to believe what one cannot grasp in one’s finite imagination, we 
reply that it is reasonable to believe any statement about which it is 
possible to reason, when reasoning shows that the opposite statement is 
absurd. So we may show that our belief in God's omniscience is reason- 
able, in spite of our not being able to realise it, by assuming that His 
knowledge is limited, that He does not know everything which has been, 
is, and willbe. Common sense tells us that, if this be so, God would not 
be capab e of constructing a universe like ours, or of preserving, ruling, 
and evolving it. Even if capable, God could not without perfect know- 
ledge be perfectly good, for He would be setting on foot or; permitting 
things in His universe which would turn out to be incurable disasters: 
things which He did not anticipate arising to create and perpetuate only 


evil. In that case God would be 


NEITHER WISE NOR GOOD 
to create at all, unless He had perfect foreknowledge of the issue. Take 
away the perfect omniscience of God, and you strip Him of all the 
attributes necessary to our conception of a good and wise God, leaving 
only an unwise and unconscientious God, which is a contradiction in 
terms and involves an absurdity. Therefore the converse must be true, 
and it is reasonable to believe that God's knowledge of the past, present, 
and future is perfect. Can that perfect knowledge in God be consistent 
with any degree of liberty in His creatures? There is no inconsistency. 
We may surely believe that God has given us a certain measure of liberty 
within which we may act, and that having given us such liberty, He 
foreknew exactly and in every case how that liberty would be used or 
misused. He did not constrain us to do this or that; but He foreknew 
which we should do, and on what grounds. He knew how our choice 
would be finally made; but His foreknowledge of this, confined only to 
Hiniself, and not imparted to us, still Jeaves us as perfectly free as He 
made us. He has not interfered with our liberty by Whispering: “I know 
you will choose what is right,” or, “I know you will choose what is 
wrong.” Very different is the case of the maker of a machine who gives. 
no liberty, if he can help it, to the machine, and whose foreknowledge is 
identical with his foreordination. The machine hasto work as the maker 
of it foreknew and foredetermined it should work. In this case there is 
no liberty. Even had we no other voice to guide us, there is one that is 
sufficient to dispel the false assumption that God's foreknowledge is 
equivalent to His foreordination, and is inconsistent with our liberty. 
That voice is the Conscience within us, which bears ceaseless witness to 
our responsibility for our own choice of right or wrong. God has 
ordained the conditions in which our sins become possible, but not the 
conditions in which our sins become inevitable; for Conscience never 
blames us for what we could not help, and never fails to accuse us. 
when we have chosen to do wrong. Wrong-doing, which is inevitable, 
is not sin atall. We are so constituted as necessarily to think and feel 
that God sees and 
KNOWS EVERY SECRET THOUGHT ; 

of our hearts. Even in the primitive savage this conviction is found as 
strong as in ourselves. It is an essential part of the human conception 
of God, that which differentiateseHim from all other beings. Indeed,. 
this belief in the divine omniscience is the basis of the moraf' 
sanction. The Psalmist complained that the wicked oppressors 
of the poor and other workers of iniquity acted as though they 
disbelieved in the perfect knowledge of God. “They say, how 
should God perceive it? Is there knowledge with the Most High?” The 
Psalmist’s words are, however, not to be taken as conclusive of the 
denial of God's omniscience even by the wicked. It is his way of stating, 
their brazen defiance of the laws of God. They seem to him to disbelieve | 
in God's knowledge, or else they would not dare to defy Him so openly, 
and outrageously. Theirs is a practical not a theoretical atheism, as; 


indeed it is on the part of those who set Conscience at defiance, and are 


carried away only by brutal and crue] passions. But we may be sure 
that so long as they had any Conscience left they would be forced to- 
believe and feel that God did know what they were doing and what they 
were intending to do. And this one great purpose of the Conscience—the 


reminding us of God's all-seeing eye, which never sleeps, which knows. 


every, thought and intent of the heart—is the basis of all authority in the: 
Conscience. Take away God's presence, take away God's knowledge ot. 
what is going on in the secrets of the heart, be convinced that Goc 


neither knows nor cares what we think or feel, and we shall lose the, 


highest possible constraint upon our purposes. We shall inevitably act 


as if we had no Conscience at all. Thus we see that the docirine of God’ 


omniscience is not merely a speculative theory as to the attributes or 


God, but a truth demanding our entire belief, as the proper basis. eff 


morality. It is an essential part of our moral relation to Him. 
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Jewish Religious Education Board. 


A TREAT FUND CREATED. 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held at 
36, Hallam Street on Monday. Dr. A. E1cHHo.z, C.B.E., presided, and 
there were present:

After the recommendation of the Executive Committee, increasing the 
salary of the Secretary, had been unanimously adopte!, the CHAIRMAN 
read a letter from the President, Mr. Arthur E. Franklin, J. P., stating 
that he would not seek re-election at the coming biennial election. He 
(the Chairman) moveda resolution expressing the regret of the Executive 
at Mr. Arthur Franklin's decision, which they requested him to reconsider, 
and to continue to give the Board his valued services as President. 

Mr. J. Meurer having seconded the resolution, 

The Kev. J. F. STERN said that the action of Mr. FrankNn could not 
be dissociated from the previous resolution. There had been too much 


Jorce majeure and sham dignity displayed. In his opinion Mr. Franklin 


had acted quite rightly. Neither his dignity nor that of the Secretary 
had been impaired by what had happ@ned. It was the dignity of the 
Executive that had suffered. It was the latter that had le“ Mr. Franklin 
down. The least they could have done was to be consistent in their 
attitude. He sincerely hoped that they would never witness such an 
exhibition in the future. The resolution was then adopted unanimously. 

Dr. EICHHLOLZ brought forward a recommendation of the Executive 
for the appoin ment of a Treat Committee to collect and administer a fund 
for providing treats, and that a sum of £50 be placed at the disposal of the 
Committee by the Board for this purpose. 

Mr. S. SASSERATH, while not opposed in princ'ple to the suggestion, 
contended that these treats should be provided by local or voluntary 
efforts. 

Mr. J. MELLER made a strong appeal in favour of the rccommenda- . 
tion. Some classes, be pointed out, were in the happy position of having 
liberal friends who suppiied the treat, while other classes never bad one. 
it was to do away with this inequality and to give every child a chance 
that the fund was suggested. Every ‘other denomination gave their 
Sundav schools annual treats. Their own pupils should also receive some 
such encouragement. 

Mr. C. 8. Davis said that other denominations and missionaries 
offered the child:en happy evenings and many other attractions. He 
did not for that reason recommend the treats as a counter-attraction ; 
but that should not be lost sightof. The number of children attending 
the classes had increased, and this increase which had been stimulated 
in several classes by the promise of treats was permanent. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously, and the Revs. L. Geffen, 
Vivian Simmons, B. A., and Messrs. C. S. Davis and J. Meller were 
Sppointed as a Treat Committee, with power to add. 

A grant of £20 for 1920 was made to the Tottenham Classes, and 
teachers were appointed to Buxton Street, Commercial Street, Settles 
Street, and Stepney Classes. The usual grant from the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation was announced as having been made for a 


further period. The Rey. Vivian Simmons was appointed Organising . 


Minister, and Mr. Cecil Davis, correspondent of the Settles Street School, 
the Rev. E. Levine, M.A., Organising Minister of Pulteney Street, and 
Mr. M. De Bruin and Mr. Sidney Beaumont, managers of Woodclose 
School. The Rev. V. Simmons was also appointed a member of the 
Execntive and Education Committees. : 

A resolution, held over from the last meeting, recommending the 
appointment of a Committee to consider the duties of the Seeretary 
was, after a discussion, which the Press was requested not to report, 
adjourned sine die.

I do not wish to be in the least disrespect!ul either to the gentleman 
who last occupied the post of Chief Rabbi of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews, or to his colleague, who is now roaming the wide seas, on the way, 
I believe, to the Antipodes. It is of their offices I am speaking. And, 
Sir, is it not strange? I, for one, cannot help asking the question, I 
really must. 

Our Sephardic friends, I believe, have been actuated just simply by 
motives of finance. Having to decide whether they should continue the 
policy of capital ships—that is to say, Chief Rabbis—or adopt some lighter 
though not less pugnacious craft, they have come down—well, not on the 
side of the super Dreadnoughts. 

To my mind, however, and to those who puzz'ed their intelligence 
over the subject at the time of the last vacancy in the Ashkenazic 
Rabbinate; this is far from being only a question of careful and provident 
budgetting., It is a matter of policy, of spiritual strategy, so to speak. 

How shall we be safer under the menace of doubt, irreligion, and the 
rest of our deadly enemies? Shall we find our security in the old policy 


| ot a Chief Babbi? Or do new times demand new methods? Would some- 


thing not so beavy—spiritual destroyers, or some religious equivalents 
of the submarine or the aeroplane (if such persons there be) that could be 
engaged at less cost and be distributed at numerous points in our religious 
organisation - be more helpful to us in our battle? That is the question. 
It is, of course, not a new question. But the sudden disappearance of 
the two Chief Rabbis has forced it to the front again. : 

I wish I were an admiral, and could write Ne a Scott. As it is, I am 
only a layman, and must subscribe myselt A Jew.” .

The Committee wonld only act in its own initiative in cases of emergency. 
He pointed out that some of the causes of anti-Semitism were provided 
by Jews themselves, and it would be the function of the Committee to 
endeavour to remove these causes. The democratic character of the 
proposed Committee could be assured by other bodies joining it. 

Mr. Myer's amendment was defeated by sixty-two against to twenty- 
two for. The Board agreed to modify the rules in the sense that the 
Board should have twice as many delegates as any other body. It was 
pointed out that it would be necessary for a farther meeting of delegates 
to be held to approve the alteration, and the matter would come before 
the Board again at the next mecting. The appointment of the Board's 
representatives was referred to the next meeting.

MR. LUCIEN WOLF’S REPORT. 

The report of Mr. Lucien Wolf, referred to above in the report of 
the Joint Foreign Committee, has been issued to the Deputies ard 
to the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association. The report, which 
contains the correspondence that passed between Mr. Wolf and the 
officials of the League, is prefaced by a summary giving in brief the sum 
total of the result of Mr. Wolf s activities. Special stress is laid on the 
fact that under the organisation of the League as now amended, minori- 
ties have now the right of direct access, and that in urgent cases of 
oppression, an immediate meeting of the Council can be summoned by 
telegraph. The Joint Foreign Comwittee, through their delegates, also had 
a large influence in determining the scheme for the Permanent Court of 
International Justice. An important outcome of the Secretary's mission 
has been the extension of the régime of the Minorities Treaties of Eastern 
Europe. No less than nine new Treaties were added. Reference is also 
made to the general insecurity in which the Jewish population of Poland 
are living, and which led to p wrparlers between Mr. Wolf and the 
Polish representatives. It elicited from them a public acknowledgment 
of their obligations under the Minority Treaty, and a quasi-compact with 
the Joint Committee under which direct relations are established between 
the latter and the Polish Government, with a view to the investigation 
and redress of Jewish grievances. Mr. Wolf acknowledges the great help 
and courtesy which he received on all hands from the officials of the 
League and the various representatives. He mentions in particular 
Lord Robert Cecil and Mr. H. A. L. Fisher for the strong support they 
gave to the Joint Committee's proposals, and the Chief Rabbi of Geneva, 
who spared no effort to help on the work of the Jewish delegations in 
every way.

i A public meeting was held at Mond Buildings, Union Street, Swansea, 
on Sunday. Mr. I. R. Levy, President of the Congregation, occupied the 
chair. 

Sir Ronyunr WALEY COHEN, in the course of his address, said that 
any one with a strong conception of the Jewish mission in the world must 
realise how much the Memorial would strengthen that mission. The 
spectacle of the large masses of children receiving no religious instruction 
was a stain on the Community. The setting up of the Central Committee 
for Jewish Education marked the beginning of an improvement in the 
religious instruction vow given. The Committee was setting itself the 
task of co-ordinating religious education in London and in the country, 
and he hoped that within a short period of time district committees would 
be set up in large districts representative of all educational establishments 
within that area. Sir Robert informed the meeting that that morning he 
discussed the possibility of such a committee in South Wales, and that at 
a very early date a meeting would be convened to which representatives 
of all communities would be invited to form a Central Committee for that 
part of the country. 

Mr. RoperT B. EOLOMON said that there was n@thing incompatible 
between Zionism and the War Memorial. He spoke as a Zionist. To 
him both were parallel movements. The Memorial could not be a 
success without the mspiring force of Zionism. Zionism would fail 
witnout a strong Jewish.consciousness, and in order to awaken and 
maintain that Jewish consciousness the present conditions must be 
improved, and rabbis, ministers and teachers must be trained, and com- 
munities must be assisted tq secure the@fervices of these men. 

Mr. A. Hyams, M.A. (Newport), Mr. S. Rubenstein and A. Levy also 
spoke. Thanks were accorded to the speakers, on the motion of Mr. A. 
Levy, seconded by Mr. A. Deggots, and supported by the Rev. M. Lubner. 

Representatives of the Swansea, Lianelly, and Aberavon communities 
met at the Metropole Hotel on Sunday morning to discuss with Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen, Mr. Robert B. Solomon and Mr. B. A. Fersht, the problem of 
religious education in South Wales and the general position of the com- 
munities in the principality. Special attention was directed towards the 
Central Committee for Jewish Education, and and it was agreed that 
steps should be taken to set up a Committee for the South Welsh Congre- 
gations. Mr.. Hyams (Newport) will confer with other representatives 
with a view of drawing up a panel of inspectors and examiners to

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UNION OF JEWISH WOMEN.

MRS. SPIELMAN’S RETIREMENT. 


The annual meeting of the Union of Jewish Women was held on 
Monday, at the resilence of Mrs. F.S. Franklin. Mrs. M. A. Spielman 
presided over a large attendance. 

The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the annual report, said that 
there had been an accession of a hundred and thirty-five new members 
during the year, and the Union now had a membership of over eleven 
hundred. Some progress had been made with the movement for 
securing tho franchise for women in the United Synagogue, and a: the 
last clection sixteen out of the eighteen "Alte ros Synagogues had 


pase | resolutions in favour of this measure. Ak the result of an address at 
the last annual meeting of the Union by Mesdames Melzer and Rothfeld, 
representing the Galician Orphans’ Fand, the Union had instituted a 
collection on behalf of the Fund which realised £1,900: That sum 
included a donation of £500 from the “Save the Children” Fund. The 
collection had been practically doubled by the Government under the 
“pound for pound” arrangement. The Union had also instituted a 
Women’s Million Shilling Fund on behalf of the Jowish War Memorial. 
So far they had mainly confined their attention to the schools 
and the Jewish girls’ clubs, but wownld shortly institute a canvass 
among their members: The fund at present stood at ahout £1,000. 
Another fund which had done very useful work was their 


Necessitous badies’ Fund. Their good work had been recognised by a 


grant of £200 from the executors of the late Miss Matilda Levy. The 
Uaion had continued its work of interesting Jewish women in social 
activities. They knew that there was an immense amount of unemploy- 
ment among women workers, but they did not want unemployment 
among their leisured workers. They were only too glad to train social 
workers and put them in the way of doing useful service. Miss 
Lucy Cohen had been good enough to arrange at her house a course 
of lectures on social work which had proved very interesting. During 
the year they had received a visit from Mrs. Nathaniel Harris, 
President of the Council of Jewish Women in America. The Union 
was represented on a number of other bodies, both within and withont 
the Community. She went on to say that this was the last time she 
would have the honour and pleasure of addressing them as President. 
The Executive had been extremely kind, and had urged her to retain 
this honoured position, but she had thought it wise that they should 


' abide by the new. constitution, which provided that the President should 


hold office for two years only. This new constitution had been drawn 
up at her instance, and she was extremely anxious that the President 
should be changed frequently, because it was desirable that the head of 
the Union should represent various phases of work and different 
interests. This would make for more vigorous growth, and promote 
keener joterest. She had been connected with the Uaion ever 
since its foundation, twenty years ago, and though she had 
only been President three years, she had had frequently 
to preside previously, owing to the ill-health of her predecessor, 
Mrs. Nathaniel Cohen. She acknowledged the great assistance 
which she had received from her colleagues, and from Mis 
Halford, the secretary, and her staff. She pointed out that the 
Union was now a representative body being compesed of twenty-nine 
different women's societies, and the Council consisted of representatives 
of these bodies. There were still one or two notable absentecs, such as 
the Jewish Associatioa for the Protection uf Girls and Women, but she 
hoped that hor successor would prevail upon them to co-operate with the 
Uaton. There were still many problems awaiting the attention of the 
Union, ani she hopod that their c mstitaont bodies would make fuller use 
of its facilities and use it asa platform for bringing bs.ore the commuality 
the many phases of work Which they represented. 

Mrs. C. O. HENRIQUES, ia secondiag the motiva for the adoption of 
the repor:, gave some particulars of the Unions Loan Fund. During the 
thirteen years that the fund had been established over £1,500 had boen 
adyanced, and re-payments amounting to £1,06) had been made, Only 
£21 had been lost in bad debts. Nincty-two women had been trained 
to various vocations; loans had also been granted for college and school 
fees, and In two or three instances for emigration to take up posts. All 
of those trained were in well-paid posts, and this showed the value of 
training. She pointed out that at the present moment it was difficalt to 
advise girls in what direction to prepare themselves to become self- 
supporting, but there were certain forms of work which always required 
fully-qualified women. Social work was always insistently asking for 
recruits, and in this field of iabour there was an ever-increasing demand 
for women. Well-educated giris, after thor »ugh training for secretarial 
work, could still find good posts. Jewish institutions were always asking 
for matrons, and the demand for teachers far exceeded the supply. In 
rog ird to new undertakings, the School of Librarianship, opened in October 
last at University College, hai already more demands for trained 
candidates than had finished their training. Laundry management was 
likewise considered a good occupation for women; for this also training 
was required. No charity was involved ia the operations of the loan 
fuad. The transactioa was purely a business one, and the loans were 
only repayable when the training was co and the borrower in a 
paid post. 

The report was adopted. 

On the motion of Mrs. HENRIQUES, thanks were accorded to Mrs. 
Spielman for her services to the Union. 

Mrs. SPIELMAN, in reply, said that she would retain her interest in 
the Union, and as a member of the Council would render every 
possible assistance. 

On the motion of Mrs. SPIRGMAN, Mrs. A. Eichholz was elected 
President, 

Mrs. EICHHOLZ, in acknowledging her election, said that she would 


have difficulty in maintaining the high traditions of her predecessors, 


Mrs. N. L. Cohen and Mrs. Spielman. She had, however, as they knew, 
been born in the heart of the community, and had worked for it to the 
best of her power with love and enthusiasm. The experience she had 
been able to gain of communal needs, she hoped, would be of some 
service in the future. The community was a very complex organisation, 
kaleidoscopic in its interests. She was encouraged by the fact that she 
would have the benefit of Mrs. Splelman's co-operation and assistance. 
The Unton would be faced with all kinds of problems—economic 


educational, and religious. They could not close their hearts to the 


anguish of their brethren in Eastern Europe, and they must be alive to 
the great task to be carried out in Palestine. She pleaded for unity and 
co-operation so that the Union might go forward from str to strength.

TREATIES. 


In the House of Commons on Wednesday, Mr. Bonar Law informed:

In the view of the Government 
the negotiations for mandates were very similar to the negotiation for 
treaties, and must be carried out by the Government of the day.

the case of a treaty, Parliament would have the right to refuse or adopt a 
mandate. 


CONSIDERATION BY THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS POSTPONED. 


At a meeting in Paris on Tuesday, the Council of the League of 
Nations accepted a suggestion made by Mr. Balfour that the discussion 
of the “A” Mandates (which includes the Mandate for Palestine) be 
pos sponed until its next session in April. Mr. Balfour pointed out that 
Mr. Winston Churchill, who had been appointed Colonial Minister, was 
going to Egypt to study the question of. Mandates, and that in these 
circumstances it was desirable that the discussion on the, “A” Mandates 
should not now be proceeded with, as had originally been arranged. 


WHO ‘PAYS? * 

Mr. Lovat Fraser contributed to Monday's Day Mail an article 
entitled: “What Will it Cost us?” in which he reviewed the various 
* commitments of this country in consequence of the war. In the course

In Monday's Mail Mr. Lovat Fraser states: There is Palestine where the 
Zionists want to make us pay for the ‘Jewish Home. May I, asa Zionist of 
many years’ standing, say that this statement is incorrect. 

The Jewish people, represented by the Zionists, have paid, are paying, and 
will continue to pay for a home, which, according to the draft Mandate 
recently published, looks a rather nebulous one, Indeed, seeing that the 
development of Palestine is being and will be carried out practically only by 
se 8, it looks as if Britain has made a very good thing out of the Jews instead 
Of rice vered, 

Britain bas in Palestine a protecting base for the Suez Canal, and the only 
charge upon her is the comparatively slight one of keeping a sufficient military 
force for this protection. Even in this case, as the British Government knows, 
the Zionists are prepared to help. 

No guarantees exist that the Zionists will get the benetit of any improve- 
ments they may make, while even the latch-kev tothe home remains in the 
British pocket. But the Jews have faith in Britain, and are prepared to trust 
her, and it is an ill-service to both to attempt to destroy that faith. 1 venture to 
think the coincidence of British and Jewish interests in Palestine is clear to 
any thinking man.

MAJOR ORMSBY-GORE ON THE TASK OF ZIONISM. 

Major the Hon. W. G. Ormsby-Gore, M.P., was the guest on Monday 
night at a dinner of the Mount Nebo Beacon of the Order of Ancient 
Maccabeans, at the Adelphi Hotel, Liverpool. In response to the toast of 
his health, proposed by Mr. Max Cohen, Major Ormsby-Gore said that it 
was essential that Palestine, the gateway of the East, should be peopled 
by men who knew the merits and demerits of the West, and would thus 
be able to bridge over a dangerous gulf. Palestine could not be fully 
rehabilitated without tne full co-operation of the Jews. Sentiment alone 
would never complete the establishment of a Jewish National Home. All 
that non-Jews could contribute towards that consummation had been given. 
The Jews themselves must create the reality. The guarantee that Britain 
would stand by the Mandate rested on the fact that, taking the rough with 
the smooth, the British were a just nation, and as long as they read the Bible 
and were inspired by it, they would support the Zionist policy in Pales- 
tine. There would be a how! of indiguation throughout the length and 
breadth of the country if Lord Northcliffe’s policy succeeded, and the 
Turk returned to Palestine. 

Mr. M. Eschwege proposed the toast of the visitors, to which Pro- 
fessor C. K. Webster and Professor Garstang responded. The toast of 
the Chairman was proposed by the Rev. I. Raffalovich. 

Major Ormsby-Gore, in the course of an address to the local branch 
of the League of Nations Union, said that the Palestine Mandate was not 
«going to be a burden. It was once again a free country, and it could 
become a great educational and spiritual centre, a great link between 
the East and the West. It was for England to help to make Palestine 
really the Holy Land of the world. There were people in the Northcliffe 
Press and elsewhere who said that England could not afford it. That he would 
not believe. If the British Government and people genuinely carried out 
the termsof the Mandate, the economic development of the country would 
be carried out by the Zionists, who had the spirit as well as the means to 
doit. To refuse in the name of cash such a solemn trust as was now 
placed on the British people would be one of the meanest tricks he had 
ever heard of.

THE CHIEF JUSTICE OF PALESTINE. 


We are informed that Sir Thomas Wagstaffe Haycraft has left 
England on his way to the Holy Land, in pursuance of his appointment 
as Chief Justice of Palestine. The Assizes of Jerusalem, of which there 
are interesting records from the days of the Crusaders, are thus to be 
renewed under the auspices of King George V., the illustrions represen- 
tative of the stem of Richard Cceur-de-lion. 

Sir T. W. Haycraft, who was born about 63 years ago, the second son 
of Mr. John B. Haycraft, of Surbiton, Surrey, was educated at St. John's 
College, Oxford, where he duly proceeded to the Arts degree, and entered 
as a student at the Inner Temple in 1882, being called to the Bar by the 
same learned Society in 1885. He had chambers for some time with Mr. 
Justice Shearman, practised on the South Eastern circuit and at the 
Surrey Sessions, was appointed Examiner of the High Court in 1889, a post 
which he held for ten years, and was named Arbitrator on the Board of 
the London Chamber of Arbitration in 1897. In 1899 his important judicial 
career in the British dependencies began with his elevation to the Pre. 
sidency of the District Court of Larnaca, Cyprus. He was made Police 
Magistrate of Gibraltar in 1911, and a puisne Judge of Mauritius in 1915. 
It may be remembered that the French law and language are preserved 
in this interesting island. In 1916 he was made Chief Justice of Grenada, 
Windward Isles, West Indies, and was knighted in 1919. He married 
in 1893 Pauline, daughter of the late Captain Paul Richard, late of the 
French Imperial Guard, and is the author of “Executive Powers in 
Relation to Crime and Disorder.” He resides when in England at Beistone 
Barton, near Okehampton, and is a member of the Oxford and Cambridge 
Club. It is understood that Sir Thomas's appointment to this important 
post is already of some standing.

PALESTINE diIGHWAYMAN SHOT BY FOLICE, 

Information has been received that Abdul Hadi Kaha was shot dead 
on February ard by the police at Zichron Jacob, whilst an attempt was 
being made to arrest him and certainof hiscompanions. [For some years 
Kaha bad been a menace to society. In July, 1920, he escaped from 
prison whilst awaiting trial at Tulkeram, and since that time has, it is 
alleged, taken part in several crimes of violence, including murder and 
highway robbery. 

Information has also been received that the Galilee District Police, 
in co-operation with the Ajlun police, successfully attacked the Speitan 
section of Mudeira’s gang of outlaws on January 22nd, at Kafr Abil, in the 
Ajilon district, and captured several members of the gang after a stiff 
fight with the villagers af Kafe Abil, under whose protection the gang was 
living. Two of the captured poisioners were severely wounded in the 
melée. This raid inflicts a further blow on Mudeira’s gang, which is now 
practically broken and the leader a fugitive in Trans-Jordania. — enter.

Sik,—The Palestine Mandate is now the cynosure of all eyes and the 
centre of gravity of the Weltpolitik. In the short space of time since the 
Mandate’s appearance in the Press, it has stirred up the whole civilised 
World.

N One cannot see in the Mandate the true spirit of boldness and 
capacity of handling the affairs of the country which characterised those 
old English Statesmen like Sir Robert Walpole, William Wilberforce, 
Gladstone, and John Bright. These men freed people by being totally 
free themselves free from prejudice and free from any outside influences. 
They never sacrificed their conscience to please anybody. They liberated 
slaves, but they did not guarantee with the same breath to protect the 
missionaries who might go to pester them. It was the force of their 
character that gave them the occult power over the dominion of an idea, 
and they carried it out without fear and withont reproach. There is no 
doubt that in the minds of the drafters of the Mandate there is a fair 
working basis for the eventual establishment of a Jewish Commonwealth, 
but there isa betrayal of weakness in not stating it plump and plain, 
once for all. It is perfectly true that “it stirs the imagination and 
inspires one with a sense of pride to know that Britain's acceptance of 
this memorable Mandate is looked upon with heartfelt gratitude and 
confidence by one of the most sorely tried of peoples.” But it is after all 
the vision of the ultimate aim in working out a problem that inspires a 
people. And, alas; it is just this vision that is lacking in the Mandate! 

_ The Jewish people have learned by now that Is ist besser ein Ende 
mit Schraeken als Schrecken ohne Ende.” 

To the average Jew, by the phrase “Jewish National Home” is 
meant a “ Home for the Jewish nation,” which is naturally the embodi- 
ment of a Jewish Commonwealth, and he refuses to take another inter- 
pretation of it. The Jew knows that there is a colossal task for his 
people to grapple with such a project, but he is consoled and encouraged 
by the glorious end in view. ) 

Justice Louis D. Brandeis, the well-known most altruistic lawyer in 
America, the born leader of men, the Jewish Lincoln, and the Honorary 
President of the International Zionist Organisation (elected at the recent 
Conference of the Movement in London) has, in his all-important memo- 
randum, elaborated his views as to its future activities in the actual 
up-buflding of the Jewish Homeland. I will only quote the first, most 
important point of this document :— | 

A. The objective; To populate Palestine within a comparatively short time 
with a prepondering body of manly, self-supporting Jews. who will develop into 
n homogeneous — 2 with the high Jewish ideals; will develop and apply there 


the Jewish spiritual and intellectual ideals; and will ultimately become a self- 
goveruing commonwealth. 

The present misery of the Jews elsewhere, together with their traditional 
longing for Palestine, makes possible the necessary immigration. The San 
Remo decision, together with the appointment of Sir Herbert Samuel, provicfés 
the open door and adequate opportunity for the development to be striven for. 
The country is in character aul location such as to permit of such settlement 
and development. 


Here we see that a self-governing Zion Commonwealth is the be-all 
and end-all of all Zionis's aspirations. 

Re that as it may, to strengthen the hands of the English Govern- 
ment and to frustrate the “old game of blind man’s buff.“ the Mandate 
must first be ratified by a Zionist World-Congress before it is brought to 
tho League of Nations. The political rights of the Jewish nation, recog- 
nised at San Remo, have not received and could not receive a tangib'e, con- 
crete and real form, as long as they were not considered, toste:!, analysed, 
and ratified by a Zionist Congress. Inidivicuals, no matter how highly 
honoured and influential they may be, are by no means canabie of 
effecting great ends involving the fate of a whole nation. Balfour's 
Declaration was made, not to ind viduals, not to the English Zionists, 
but to the Jews of the world, to a people who have been crying aloud 
for justice for the last nineteen centuries, toa people who possess every 
element to build up a great nation and covery distinction except a territorial 
distinction, to a people who have a right to survive as Jews and to take 
an honourable place amid the family of nations. Therefore the Mandate 
must first of all be sanctioned by a united Jowry, the voice of which must 
be the Zionist Congress. It is only for this Institution to decide the 
way and condition for a return which shall not derogate from the fame 
and honour of the House of Israel. Jewry will accept its decision, and 
the world will know that the Jews are not a leader ess people.

Sir.—Ia a letter which you were good enough to print on 
December 3rd, 1915, I explained that it had been decided to suspend the 
activities of the Palestine Society during the war. 

In view of the course of events since that date, and of ithe complete 
change in the situation which has ensued, it is felt that the revival of the 
Seciety would serve no useful purpose. 

The Society has on deposit at its bankers a sum of £75. This amount 
it is proposed, subject to the concurrence of the subscribers, to remit to 
Palestine for the benefit of Jewish immigrants iu the Haifa area, who aro 
compelled to live under conditions of considerable hardship. | 

Captain Dennis Cohen, Government Immigration Officer at Haifa, has 
kindly consented to ensure that any money that may be sent to him for 
this purpose is expended to the best advantage. 

No action will be taken fora month after the publication of this letter. 
If no objection to the course proposed is notified to me within that period, 
the Society’s funds will be remitted to Captain Cohen for the purpose 
indicated abore, and the Society wi! be regarded as dissolved.

JEWISH FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 


FRIENDLY SOCIETIES COUNCIL. 


A meeting of the Friendly Societies Council of the English Zionist 
Federation was held at the offices of the Grand Order of Israel, 5, Hounds- 
ditth, on the 17th inst. Mr. Michael Levy, Chairman, presided. rhe 
Secretary, Mr. H. J. Morgenstern, reported the resolutions which had 
been unanimonsly adopted at the recent annual conference of the Asso- 
ciation of Jewish Friendly Societies. He further reported that an appea 
in connection with the Keren Hayesod had been addressed by the Asso- 
ciation to the various Orders and Independent Societies affiliated to it. 
It was decided to suggest to the various Orders that with a view tc 
furthering the objects of the Keren Hayesod and in order to stimulate 
individual Lodges to organise collections on behalf of the Fund, specia) 
gatherings be convened by each Order, such gatherings to take the form 
either of a Conference of hon. officers and members of Committees of 
Lodges, or that of a general meeting of all the members of the Order. A 
draft poster in Yiddish and English, intended for display in offices of 
Orders and meeting places of Lodges, was submitted and approved. A 
draft Maaser contribution book was also approved. The Secretary 
reported that during his recent visit to Manchester he had an opportunity 
of meeting representatives of the Zionist Councils of Manchester, Leeds 
and Liverpool, when the question of organising the Keren Hayesod work 
among the Friendly Societies in the provinces had been discussed. The 
Councils were prepared to give their whole-hearted support to the Friendly 
Societies Council. It was reported that the Council of the Order Achei 
Ameth and the King Judah Lodge, No. 2, of the Grand Order Sons of 
Jacob had become affiliated to the English Zionist Federation. 


GRAND ORDER OF ISRAEL. 


A general meeting of the Queen Victoria Lodge, No. 2, was held, with 
Bro. J. Falk, N. M., in the chair. It was decided: (1) To raise the 
maximum amount of distress to be granted to any individual member to 
45; (2) To ask the Executive Council of the Grand Order of Israel to 
prepare a scheme whereby its members could be admitted into the 
London hospitals as in-patients free; (3) To grant a sum of £2 2s. to the 
Jewish Board of Guardians.

Rabbi Daiches and Rabbi Mendelsohn regarding the decision of a certain 
Rabbi in allowing a Vienna student, the son of a Jew and non-Jewess, to be 


called up to the Torah. Rabbi Mendelsohn would himself allow such a. 


step, basing his decision upon the consent of the Napoleonic Sanhedrin 
On examining Graetz and the Oser 
Israel (Ency: lo »edia) I find that the answers given to the questions put 
before that Convention, and which are parallel to the question at issue, 
not only do not uphold the conténtion put forward by Rabbi Mendelsohn, 
but are directly opposed to his view. 

If he refers to question No. 3, which is worded, “Is intermarriage 
allowed between a Jew and non-Jew?” he will find that the reply given 
was, “It is necessary to have the marriage according to the law of Moses 
and of Israel, even after the parties have been married according to the 
law of the land.” Hence a marriage by licence alone is invalid. 

If he refers to question No. 4. which is worded,“ Are Christian 
Frenchmen to be reckoned as s or G',“ he will find that the answer

EVERYMAN THEATRE.—A rather good all-round performance is given 
this week of G. B. Shaw's “The Doctor's Dilemma.” There can be 
hardly a doubt that although the author bas given us some of his best 
thoughts in this play, its dramatic possibilities are very limited. But in 
Edith Craig’s and Norman Macdermott’s presentation every advantage 
has been admirably exploited, so that even after three and a half hours’ 
banter and ridicule without much action one feels thoroughly 
entertained. There are, however, a few occasions for momentary 
dullness when the use of a blue pencil might have been desirable. The 
outstanding figures are very well thought out, with the exception of 
Mr. Nicholas Hannen's Louis Dubedat,” who failed in the endeavour 
to make the extraordinary person of this indescribable human viper live. 
His shockingly unnatural hair-dress and beard, 4 la Mephisto, were 
bound to prejadice him. Mr. Brember Wills’“ Sir Ralph Bloomfield Bon- 
nington ” (khown in private life as Beedle Deedle Dumkins “) was nothing 
short of brilliant. stimulating the audience's fagosites to outbursts 
of applause. Muriel Pratt was excellent in portraying “Mrs. Dubedat,” 
and gave a finished and emotional study. Not quite so convincing was 
Mr. Ayimer’s “ Ridgeon,” whose acting suffered from endeavouring to 
appear too simple and natural, and gave the impression of a lack of 
knowledge of deportment on the stage. There were some amateurish 
weaknesses in minor parts, particularly “Dr. Blenkiasop,” for whose 
representati nm hardly the right man was chosen. Considering the diminu- 
tive dimensions of the stage, the scenic settings were quite pleasing and 
tasteful, but decidedly more attention should be paid to the facial make-up 
of all actors, and particularly to the wigs, which were quite inadequate. 

With the exception of the orchestral concert on Monday week at 
{Queen's Hall by Miss Murray Lambert and the London Symphony 
Orchestra, concerts have been mainly devoted to vocal mnsic. Miss 
Lambert, however, arranged a really enj yable programme notwith- 
standing that her chief work was the over-familiar Concerto in E minor 
of Mendelssohn, But the sweetness of this work was perhaps balanced 
by the inclusion of the lengthy Concerto of Mr. Hamilton Harty, who 
also figured as conductor of the concert.’ Miss Lambert possesses a broad 
and sympathetic tone, and her technique is admirably adequate to 
her needs, 

There are too few women who are cello players. Miss Rita Sharpe, 
therefore, is to be congratulated on her first recital at Wigmore Hall. 
She undoubtedly possesses a good tone, sonorous, yet free from harshness. 
Her render ng of Boccherini’s A major Sonata indicated wide understand. 
ing and sympathy with the composer's needs. The ‘cello was also 
spiendidly represented by the recital of Miechel Cherviavsky. 
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Concerts of this week include the recitals of Leff Fouistnoff and the 
first appearance of another Russian piauist, Brailowsky. 

The two big concerts of the week are the Royal Philharmonic 
Society's at Queen's Hall and the Quinlan special concert, on Wednes- 
day, at Kingsway Hall. 

On Wednes.iay next, at Wigmore Hall, Miss Margarita and Mr. Max 
Selinsky make their début in England, in a joint violin recital. 

Mr. Oscar Hurwitz, a pupil of Mr. Efim Lebine, appeared with much 
success at the concert at the City Hall, Hull, in aid of the Timber Traders’

EVERYMAN THEATRE.—A rather good all-round performance is given 
this week of G. B. Shaw's “The Doctor's Dilemma.” There can be 
hardly a doubt that although the author has given us some of his best 
thoughts in this play, its dramatic possibilities are very limited. But in 
Edith Craig’s and Norman Macdermott's presentation every advantage 
has been admirably exploited, so that even after three and a half hours’ 
banter and ridicule without much action one feels thoroughly 
entertained. There are, howgver, a few occasions for momentary 
duliness when the use of a blue pencil might have been desirable. The 
outstanding figures are very well thought out, with the exception of 
Mr. Nicholas Hannen’s Louis Dubedat,” who failed in the endeavour 
to make the extraordinary person of this indescribable human viper live. 
His shockingly unnatural hair-dress and beard, 4 la Mephisto, were 
bound to prejudice him. Mr. Brember Wills’ “Sir Ralph Bloomfield Bon- 
nington ” (known in private life as Beedle Deedle Dumkins”) was nothing 
short of brilliant. stimulating the andience’s fagosites to outbursts 
of applause.. Muriel Pratt was excellent in portraying “Mrs. Dubedat,” 
and gave a finished and emotional study. Not quite so convincing was 


Mr. Ayimer’s “ Ridgeon,” whose acting suffered from endeavouring to 


appear too simple and natural, and gave the impression of a lack of 
knowledge of deportment on the stage. There were some amateurish 
weaknesses in minor parts, particularly “Dr. Blenkiusop,“ for whose 
represen tation hardly the right man was chosen. Considering the diminu- 
tive dimensions of the stage; the scenic settings were quite pleasing and 


tasteful, but decidedly more attention should be paid to the facial make-up 


of all actors, and particularly to the wigs, which were quite inadequate. 

With the exception of the orchestral concert on Monday week at 
4Jneen’s Hall by Miss Murray Lambert and the London Symphony 
Orchestra, concerts have been mainly devoted to vocal music. Miss 
Lambert, however, arranged a really enj yable programme notwith- 
standing that her chief work was the over-familiar Concerto in E minor 
of Mendelssohn. But the sweetness of this work was perhaps balanced 
by the inclusion of the lengthy Concerto of Mr. Hamilton Harty, who 
also figured as conductor of the concert. Miss Lambert possesses a broad 
and sympathetic tone, and her technique is admirably adequate to 
her needs, 

There are too few women who are cello players. Miss Rita Sharpe, 
therefore, is to be congratulated on her first recital at Wigmore Hall. 
She undoubtedly possesses a good tone, sonorous, yet free from harshness. 
Her render ng of Boccherini's A major Sonata indicated wide anderstand- 
ing and sympathy with the composer's needs. The ‘cello was also 
splendidly represented by the recital of Miechel Cherviavsky. 


Concerts of this week include the recitals of Leff Pouistnoff and the 


first appearance of another Rassian pianist, Brailowsky.
